WALPOLE TODAY 


The origin and some highlights of “Walpole, a Town of Industry 
and Homes,” were briefly sketched in the 1955 Town Report. It was 
there noted that today’s growth potential for Walpole required leaders to 
direct it and residents to show interest in it if Walpole is to remain the 
well balanced town of attractive homes and sound industry that it has 
been through the years. 


The most significant development in 1956 was the acceptance by 
the town voters of the zoning changes proposed by the Planning Board 
in connection with a comprehensive Walpole Master Plan. Work pro- 
gressed on this latter plan during the year and its completion will provide 
the town with the proper framework for future growth. 


4 INDUSTRY AND HOMES 


Walpole reached a population high of 11,293 in 1955. The town’s 
assessed valuation grew to $25,000,000 which meant a current true value 
for Walpole of about $50,000,000. The town remained one of the largest 
industrial towns in Massachusetts, as local industry prospered. 


Walpole improved its appearance in 1956. Enlarging and remodel- 
ing of the Norfolk County Trust Company building and the construction 
of the new New England Telephone Company building were significant 
additions to the town. The former Gove Block, now called the Colonial 
Building, was remodeled and greatly improved the appearance of the west 
side of the Town Common. Progress cn the tremendous new Main Street 
Overpass to the south of the center brought this project to near com- 
pletion. “Operation Home Improvement” had local effect with the im- 
provement in the condition and appearance of many Walpole homes. 


Thus in 1956 did Walpole continue its progress as a well balanced 
town of pleasant homes and sound industry.

Walpole ended the year in an excellent financial condition. Our 
Excess and Deficiency Account at the close of the year was $315,860.65. 
This shows an increase of $126,507.53 over last year. 


In the pages which follow your Town officials, both elected and 
appointed have attempted to show the citizens of Walpole the operations 
of our local government. This report contains information required by 
law to be printed together with reports, pictures and sketches which we 
hope will make an interesting report. 


Two former Selectmen passed away this year: John J. Easton and 
William F. Sline. Mr. Easton served as a Selectman from 1928 - 1933 
and Mr. Sline 1935 and 1936. 


Our Water Department is still inadequate to meet any new demands 
placed upon it by increased population and industries, however, this year 
we rectified three major conditions and hope in 1957 the North end of 
the Town will be partially taken care of with the completion of an ele- 
vated tank. 


The Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project has equipment and 
men working throughout all towns of Norfolk County and it is hoped the 
results will be noticed next year. 


This year additional fringe benefits were added to our Insurance 
including medical and hospital benefits to all town employees. 


Because of crowded conditions of our present Town Hall and after 
considerable study by your Selectmen it was decided to turn this problem 
over to the Permanent Advisory Building Committee for a detailed report.

He was always 
willing to devote his time 
to the affairs of the Town, 
and always made his deci- 
sions on the basis of the 
welfare of the 
people as a whole. In par- 
ticular, Mr. Easton was 
untiring in his efforts to 
provide the Town with a 
modern sewer system.

In addition to his mem- 
bership on the Board of 
Selectmen, he also contri- 
buted his time as Head of 
the local N.R.A. It was 
through Mr. Easton’s ef- 
forts that Walpole became 
the first Town in the Na- 
tion to place its entire

der the N.R.A. A letter 
was received from _ the 
President’s office at the 
time commending the ac- 
tion. 


As Chairman of the new 
Boyden School Building 
Committee, he was instru- 
mental in providing Wal- 


pole with a School which 
has served well. 


Upon his retirement as 
Postmaster in South Wal- 
pole in 1954, Mr. and 
Mrs. Easton moved to Eau 
Gallie, Florida, where Mr. 
Easton passed away on 
May 10, 1956. He is sur- 
vived by his wife Jessie. 


Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project 


REPORT TO TOWN OF WALPOLE 


Chapter 341 was enacted by the Legislature on May 19, 1956 creating 
the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. On July 1, 1956 actual 
Mosquito Control operations began. The 22 towns within the project 
include: Avon, Bellingham, Canton, Dedham, Dover, Foxborough, Frank- 
lin, Holbrook, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Milton, Needham, Norfolk, 
Norwood, Plainville, Randolph, Sharon, Stoughton, Walpole, Westwood, 
and Wrentham. The aggregate annual appropriation for the project is 


$70,000.00. This report covers the period from July 1 to December 1, 1956.

On August 2, 1956 a human case of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(Horse Sleeping Sickness) was reported to the State Health Department. 
There followed in rapid succession a number of other human cases as 
well as infections in horses and pheasants, the latter believed to be a 
reservoir for the virus disease. To combct the outbreak within the project 
area, funds made available by the State were used by the project in the 
town of Walpole as follows:

Highways 


Straightening of the “S” bridge on Main Street was nearly completed 
this year by contract. The job was well handled and resulted in minimum 
inconvenience to the motorist. Walpole now has a highway improvement 
of great value which was badly needed, as everyone who remembers the 
original bridge will agree. As Main Street is a State road at this point, the 
only cost to the Town was for increasing the size of the water main over 
the bridge. 


Two bridges were built under contract for the Town this year to 
replace structures damaged in lest year’s flood. One bridge, a concrete 
slab, carries Park Lane over Trap Hole Brook and the other is a pre-cast, 
pre-stressed concrete slab carrying Coney Street over the same brook. 
Both bridges were paid for entirely out of State funds under the Flood 
Control Plan. 


The Town completed the culvert under Neponset Street, South 
Walpole, which I mentioned in last year’s report. Town forces also installed 
a new culvert under South Street at the upstream crossing at the Neponset 
River to replace an inadequate one damaged in the flood. Both of these 
culverts consist of twin metal pipes with concrete headwalls. On Stone 
Street, the culvert approximately 300 feet east of Massachusetts Avenue 
was extended by Town forces in conjunction with the widening of the 
street. 


Portions of three streets were re-built by scarifying, graveling, and 
oiling. These were Fisher Street from the Albrecht residence to the Knaus 
residence, South Street from the Neponset River to Oak Street, and Stone 
street by the culvert mentioned above. The South Street job was in con- 
junction with the installation of a water main. 


The following streets were resurfaced with tar: Brook St., Elm Rd., 
Gill St., Gould St. from Main St. to the New Fisher School, North St. 
from High St. to Gould St., Pilgrim Way for 250 feet where the storm

damage occurred, Robbins Rd. from Pemberton St. to the Harding res1- 
cence, Summer St. from the Whitman residence to the Norfolk line, 
Walnut St.. and Wompatuk Rd. 


The following streets were re-surfaced with asphalt: Bruce Rd., Burns 
Ave., Charlesgate Rd., County St., Diamond St., Eastover Rd., Everett St., 
Fisher St. from Main St. to the Weiss residence, and from the Ellis resi- 
dence to North St., Granite St., High St. from North St. to the end of 
the surface, Huntington Ave., Lincoln Rd. from the Lewis residence to 
the Giandomenico residence, Marion St., Morse St., Neponset St., from 
the R.R. to the end of the road, North St. from Gould St. to the Morse 
residence, from Fisher St. to the Gavin residence, and from the Hillcrest 
Farm to the Chapter 90 portion of North St., North Lewis Park Drive, 
Old North St., Parking Lot Drive, Pemberton St. from North St. to Rob- 
bins Rd. and from the Ellis residence to Walnut St., Plain St., Raymond 
Ave., Robbins Rd. from Elm St., to the V.F.W., Sandra Rd., Shufelt 
Rd., South St. from Pine St. to Washington St., South Lewis Park Drive, 
Washington St. and Water St. as mentioned in Chapter 90 report, West 
St. from Highland Sand & Gravel Co. to Plain St., Willicm St., and Win- 
ter St. from the railroad bridge easterly 1000 feet. 


Altogether, we surfaced approximately sixteen and one half miles 
of road. 


Sidewalk repairs were completed during the year on Clepp St., Com- 
mon St. in three locations, East St., June St., Lake Ave., North St., Stone 
St., and Washington Street 


The Town purchased three pieces of equipment for the Highway 
Department during the year: a Chevrolet dump truck, a Ford tractor with 
front end loader, and an Oliver sidewalk plow. Next year I am recommend- 
ing the replacement of a Chevrolet dump truck, a Ford dump truck, a 
Chevrolet pick-up truck, and an Austin & Western sweeper. All the other 
equipment appears to be in good condition. 


Park and Tree Departments 


This year the parking facilities around the High School were expanded 
by adding three new paved areas, providing space for many cars and con- 
necting the old areas by a road behind the school. Adequate drainage and 
fencing were installed at the same time. Also at the High School, a granite 
curbing was placed around the athletic field. Both of these jobs were done 
with the co-operation of the High School Building Committee, which 
paid for them. 


| Parking lines were painted in the municipal parking lot, increasing 
its Capacity. A town owned house bordering the parking lot was torn down. 


This year I am recommending excavating the high ground on which the 
house stood in order to expand the parking lot. 
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A baseball backstop was installed in the Bird School playground. All 
playgrounds were maintained by this department, as well as commons and 
lawns of public buildings. Rubbish and ashes were removed from the public 
buildings as usual. 


Mr. Robert Graney and his assistants maintained the swimming pools 
again this year as in years past. The pools continue to be very popular. 


The Park Department co-operated with the Highway Department in 
the clearing of brush along the various streets in town, when their regular 
duties permitted. 


Two sprayings of the trees along the town streets were done in June 
and July by helicopter. In an entirely separate program, the Norfolk County 
Mosquito Control crew sprayed our swamps and waterways by mist 
blowers and by airplane. This crew also cleared the waterways which drain 
some swamps and took other steps to control mosquitos in Walpole. Funds 
for this program, now in its first year, are provided by the Town. 


In our program to control Dutch Elm Disease, 49 elms were removed, 
all of which were either dying or already dead from the disease. Close 
co-operation was given by the University of Massachusetts, whose Shade 
Tree Laboratory examined samples of our live trees before we cut them 
down, to make sure they were diseased. We planted 61 new maple trees 
on various streets in Town, as in years past, in an effort to replace our 
shade trees. 


A new 114 ton dump truck was delivered to the Park Department 
early this year. I am recommending the purchase of a Leaf Collector for 
next year. This one machine will greatly streamline our pick-up operations. 


With the co-operation of the Walpole Business Men’s Association, 
the Christmas lighting program was expanded again this year. The effect 
was very pleasing and many favorable comments were received. 


Chapter 90 Construction and Maintenance 


The construction of Elm Street which I mentioned in last year's report 
was started this year and nearly completed. The contract was awarded to 
the Chesterbrook Construction Co. for the sum of $73,844.50, of which the 
Town contributed one-fifth over a three year period, with the State and 
County supplying the balance. 


A 4000 foot length of Elm Street beginning 1700 feet this side of the 
Medfield line and running southeasterly was rebuilt and surfaced with a 
bituminous concrete pavement thirty feet wide. This fast new road creates 
a serious hazard at the S-bridge over the railroad and I am recommending 
that the Town raise a sum of money to be impounded toward straightening 
this bridge. 


This year the Town re-surfaced the portion of Elm Street from Station 
Street to Robbins Road with bituminous concrete. Many bad holes were 
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filled and the drainage under the bridge was improved. We also filled a 
sunken shoulder on County Street with bituminous concrete and then 
surfaced the street with asphalt. Both of these jobs were done with 


Chapter 90 maintenance money. 


An experimental surface consisting of asphalt, five percent rubber, 
and stone was placed on Water Street and Washington Street, starting from 
the Foxboro town line and extending past the South Walpole common 
to the southerly drive of the Boyden School. As we surfaced Washington 
Street from this point north with untreated asphalt two weeks later, it 
will be interesting to compare the two surfaces for durability over the 


next few years. 


Shufelt Road, mentioned in the Highways Report as being re-surfaced 
with asphalt, was also done with Chapter 90 maintenance money. As in 
years past, brush was cut and catchbasins cleaned on all our Chapter 90 


roads. 
Purchasing Department 


At last year’s Annual Town Meeting, it was voted to amend the 
By-Laws by raising the dividing line between formal and informal bidding 
from $500 to $1000. This forward step has eliminated much paper work 
in purchasing items costing between $500 and $1000. The result has 
been a more efficient office and better service to the Town. 


This office has continued its policy of securing the widest competition 
by newspaper, letter, and telephone calls for its purchases and contracts. 
As in the past, due recognition has been given our local merchants and 
craftsmen in awarding. Incidentally, it is becoming increasingly difficult 
to secure competition on small construction contracts, due to the large 
amount of construction going on. 


Sewer Department 


Bids were opened on May 31, 1956 for the installation of 449 feet 
of 8-inch sewer in Hutchinson Road, and the contract was awarded to 
Dominic G. Di Pietro & Son of Bellingham, Mass., the low bidder. The 
completion of this job gives us the total of 90,372 lineal feet or 15.8 
miles of sewer, excluding house connections. 


During the year 28 house connections were brought into the system, 
making a total of 732 services. 


Building Repairs 


____ We made the following major repairs to public buildings during 1956, 
in addition to maintenance: 


_ Bird School Repaired portions of roof, renovated heating and venti- 
lating system, waterproofed cafeteria storage room, constructed drain in 
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floor of boiler room and sump room, painted gable at front entrance, 
installed new water feed lines from boiler room to toilets, corrected faulty 
trap in basement. 


Boyden School Installed new roof and valleys, installed new lights 
in part of auditorium, replaced molding at front entrance, pointed chimney 
stacks. 


Old Fisher School Installed new 1000 gallon outside oil tank. 


Junior High School Replaced floors in two rooms, installed new 
lights in old Junior Shop, replaced two showers with toilets in girls’ 
shower room, replaced window shades in various rooms, waterproofed 
North wall. 


Senior High School Repaired bleachers, repaired fire damage in 
cafeteria. 

Plimpton School Replaced conductor pipes. 

Old Stone School Painted exterior. 

New Stone School Painted exterior trim. 

Center Fire Station Pointed leaks in North wall. 


East Walpole Fire Station Repaired masonry, replaced parapet walls, 
replaced roof, replaced conductor pipes, painted exterior trim. 


South Walpole Fire Station Painted interior upstairs. 


Center Library Repaired skylight and roof, replaced plumbing fix- 
tures in toilets. 


Town Hall Installed storm windows, repaired masonry in tower, 
replaced clock faces, painted clock hands and numerals, painted tower 
framework, waterproofed tower masonry, installed new ceiling in three 
offices, installed new lights in two offices, built new storage room in 
basement. 


In addition to repairing the Town buildings, this department also 
repaired fences and erected new street and traffic signs on various streets 
in Town, and co-operated with the Highway Department when their 
regular duties permitted. 


This is the first full year that the new Permanent Building Committee 
has functioned. This Committee has given considerable study to the various 
Town buildings. With their co-operation we have an adequate program 
proposed for next year. 


Snow and Ice Removal 
Due to the heavy storms which occurred in March and December of 
1956, our expenditures for snow and ice were the greatest of any year. 
Because all but one of the storms fell on week-ends, and because our crews 
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were forced to work as much as 30 hours and more at a stretch, our costs 
for labor alone were very high. In addition to this, we were forced to hire 
equipment and operators last March to load snow. 


Each year the natural growth of the Town plus the demand for more _ 
services pushes our snow and ice and highway budgets upward. For 
example, the increasing demand for widespread street sanding makes addi- 
tional sweeping and catch basin cleaning necessary in the Spring. We make 
every effort, however, to provide safe roads as soon as possible after a storm. 


Water Department 


In accordance with my recommendations for improvements to the 
supply and distributing system, the following projects were completed 
this year: 


1. An eight inch main was laid in South Street from the Neponset River 
to Oak Street by Town forces, replacing an existing six inch main. 

2. An eight inch main was laid in Common Street from Washington 
Street to Flonun Street by contract forces, replacing an existing six 
inch main. The contract was awarded to the Swanson Contracting Co., 
Inc., the low bidder. 


The existing six inch mains crossing the old “S” Bridge on Main 
Street were replaced by eight and twelve inch mains by forces under 
contract to the State. This was in conjunction with the new bridge 
construction mentioned in the Highway Report. 

4. A contract for the construction of a 200,000. gallon elevated tank 
on Town land off Davis Street was awarded to the Hammond Iron 
Works. Owing to the shortage of steel plate, the work will not begin 
until 1957. 

5. A twelve inch cast iron main was laid in Davis Street from the site 

of the new elevated tank to Main Street by Town forces.

Approximately 900 feet of eight inch pipe was placed from Washing- 
ton Street through private land toward Mylod Street, replacing an existing 
six inch main. This work was done by Town forces. 


The following mains in new developments were added to the system: 


1.—1625 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Whiting Avenue 

2.—1500 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Highland Street 

3.— 950 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Domenica Road 

4.— 250 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Guisti Drive 

5.—1000 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Hale Road 

6.— 850 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Puritan Place and Plymouth Lane 
7.— 750 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Scout Road 


8.—1500 lineal feet of six inch pipe in Tantramar Meadows 


A total of six hydrants were installed in the system: two at Domenica 
Road, and one each at Thomas Street, Highland Street, Flonun Street, and 
Tantramar Meadows. 
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The installation of an altitude valve at the West Walpole elevated 
tank was completed. A defective altitude valve at the South Walpole 
elevated tank was repaired. 


The interior of the West Walpole elevated tank was painted by 
contract forces. 


Well Road was surface treated with asphalt by the Highway 
Department. 


One hundred and forty-six new services were added to the system 
this year, making a total of 3,228. Six renewals of old services were also 
made. 


I am recommending for the 1957 program for corrections to the 
Water Department’s supply and distributing system: 


Construction of a gravel wall well on South Street. 

Installation of an eight inch main on South Street. 

Extension of eight inch main on Washington Street-Mylod Street 
cut-off.

The cutput for the station this year was 610,577,000 gallons, an 
increase of 19,126,000 gallons from last year. 


Health Department 


The administration of the Health Department is handled through this 
office, and the Health Officer is Dr. Francis J. Allendorf again this year. 


Dr. Allendorf continues to do an excellent job. This year he had 
much additional work to do in connection with the Salk Vaccine Program, 
for which he contributed his time. 


At the close of the year, two cases were at the Norfolk County 
Hospital in Braintree. 


The Health Officer’s report will be found elsewhere in this Annual 
Report. 


Town Electrician 


A total of 923 inspections were completed during the year. These 
inspections include new buildings, additions, appliances, and complaints 
relative to wiring. 


Among other installations were the following:

Wired printing presses at the High School. 

Installed fan in girls’ locker room at Junior High School.

During the year 1956, there has been considerable improvement in 
health conditions for this community. There has been prompt action gen- 
erally on the part of citizens in removing nuisances and where there has 
been improper drainage either the source of trouble has been cleaned out 
or connection made with the sewer. The latter has been recommended 
wherever practicable. 


In regard to contagious diseases, there was a decrease in all types, as 
was the same throughout the state according to the monthly report to this 
office. Cases were reported promptly by our local physicians and in turn 
were reported to the State Health Department. 


A full scale inoculation program against Poliomyelitis was started 
through pre-school and school age groups: six months to nineteen years, 
to be completed by July, 1957. This was done by the Health Department 
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aided by our local physicians, school nurses, district nurses and aides with 
a very satisfactory response. 

Reports from the Milk Inspector, Meat Inspector, Veterinarian, and 
State Inspector of Public Eating Places were satisfactory for the year. In 
cases where complaints were reported, they were acted upon promptly and 
immediately corrected. 


I wish to thank Mr. Libby for his assistance and kind support and 
his office staff for aiding me in the administrative work of this department 
throughout the year. I also wish to thank the police department and people 
of the Town for their co-operation.

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The Visiting Nurses have had a busy year rendering health and nurs- 
ing services to individuals, families and the community as a whole. 


In order that all pre-school children might benefit from the Polio 
Vaccine, the Directors of the Visiting Nurse Association contacted the 
parents of every pre-school child in Walpole, thereby making the parents 
aware that it was only by their signature on the “Parental Request” card 
that the Health Officer could order the Vaccine and their child receive its 
inoculation. This was a vast undertaking and over 1600 children were thus 
contacted. Of these children, 483 received the Polio Vaccine at a Clinic 
held at the Blackburn Memorial in July and 375 children in September. 
The remaining pre-schoolers received their inoculations from their Family 
Physician. 

In addition to regular nursing care of acute and chronic illnesses, 
maternity and infant visits, the Visiting Nurse acts as a mediator to solve 
many domestic problems. Numerous telephone calls are made in connection 
with projects not directly related to the nursing program, but always in 
relation to better family health and understanding.

I wish to submit my Annual Report of the Police Department for 
the year ending, December 31st, 1956. 

During the past year, several meetings of the members of the Police 
Department were held, to discuss Police Problems in general, including 
new laws, First Aid, Handling of patients in the Ambulance, and methods 
to cope with our juvenile problems. 


Five members of the Police Department were able to complete their 
regular First Aid Courses at Norwood Police Headquarters, through the 
co-operation of Chief Mark Folan of that Department. 


All regular members of the Walpole Police Department have now 
completed this course and have been awarded their certificates. 


The regular semi-annual fire-arms training and practice under the 
supervision of Sergt. John J. Buckley was held this year with practice 
being conducted on in-door and out-door ranges. 


All members qualified under New England Police Revolver League 
rules, with several men gaining Expert Ratings. 


Sergt. Buckley attended a five day training course in the handling of 
revolvers, shot-guns, and sub-machine guns, given at the Army Rifle Range 
at Wakefield, Mass., under the direction of the F.B.I. members of the 
Boston Office. 


It is important that all members of the Police Department know how 
to properly handle these weapons due to the close range of two correctional 
institutions who might call for assistance in the event of an escape or 
trouble there. 


On June 10th, 1956, Patrolman Patrick J. Egan retired from active 
duty in the Police Department after completing thirty-three years of fine 
Police Service to the Town of Walpole. 


A two day training session in the proper use of the Police Teletype 
System at the State Police Headquarters at Framingham was attended by 
Sergt. Joseph J. Burke, who in turn instructed the members of the Police 
Deparment on the same. 
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The new and up-to-date lighting system installed in the center of the 
Town, and at dangerous intersections has proved valuable in cutting down 
motor vehicle accidents at these points. 


{ hope that more of these lights can be installed on our busy streets 
in the near future, which is a credit to the foresight of those responsible for 
the installation to date. 


Due to increased through traffic in and around the center of Walpole, 
we ‘will be faced with an engineering problem to either widen or restrict 
the use of some of our streets to regulate the flow of traffic in those areas, 
such as Common, Front, and School Streets. 


Delaying the purchase of new cruisers in 1956, until the 1957 models 
were available has proved to be good business, as new cars in the winter 
months have caused us much less trouble, rendering very good service 
when it is most needed. 


With the continued co-opetation of our Town Counsel, Town 
Officials, and their staff, we have been able to handle our Police details 
with a minimum of trouble or wasted effort.

The cooperation and efforts of the personnel of the Fire Department 
have been of a very high degree throughout the year 1956, and I wish to 
express my thanks for the thoroughness in which they completed many 
jobs which were definitely of an unpleasant nature. 


Fire Alarm Maintenance 
AARON A. HILL, Superintendent of Fire Alarm 
During the year five (5) obsolete fire alarm boxes were replaced on 
our system. Two privately owned obsolete fire alarm boxes connected 


to our system were also replaced by the owners at their own expense. All 
boxes were checked periodically for defects and operation, all boxes were 
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checked and rewound after alarms. One new circuit extension and box 
installation was completed and one box was added to an existing circuit. 
Two highway construction projects required extensive changes on our fire 
alarm system during the year. 


Interruptions to service were at a minimum, the yearly wire replace- 
Ment program in addition to planned maintenance being the prime 
factors in maintaining this enviable record. 


A total of 1919 manhours were expended on maintenance, repairs, 
testing, new extensions, relocations and consultations during the year. 
A total of 150 alarms were sounded over the fire alarm system during the 
year. The two-way mobile radios in our fire trucks have played a most 
important part in our communications system; considerable time was 
expended in testing and maintaining these radios. 


I wish to thank the personnel of the public utility companies for 
their co-operation during the year and the fire alarm personnel for their co- 
operation and willingness to maintain service at all times under adverse 
conditions.

The Walpole Public Library respectfully presents both formally and 
informally its report for the year 1956 to the citizens and officials of the 
Town of Walpole. 


_ A glance backward, a view of the present and a suggestion for the 
future are involved in our situation. We are indebted to certain pioneers, 
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such as Mary Bird, who gave the initial personal impetus to our program; 
we are indebted to the Walpole of 1876, which assumed responsibility 
for our free public library system; and we expect to be indebted to future 
generations of our towns for realizing some of their needs as we continue 
to go about our business of living and educating ourselves in a civilized 
democracy which is a member of the family of nations. 


The civilizing aspect of education, implying change and improvement 
of the individual, is the basic philosophy underlying our system of free 
public schools and free public libraries. We are a part of that mammoth 
and utopian enterprise historically and in reality. It is considered opinion 
that the responsibility for the proper support of both these institutions, 
the public library and the public school, cannot be separated. 


Their role in our local as well as our national society is unique. Since 
not all of our people continue their formal schooling after they are 18, the 
library can replace and supplement formal education. Youths and college 
age persons find the library an increasingly valuable addition to the work 
of the classroom. The young adult, starting a career or raising a family, 
finds answers to many everyday problems. In fact, every individual can 
consider the library a lifetime source of knowledge, recreation and inspira- 
tion. The implication also follows that a wide range of materials should 
be available without hindrance. 


Increasing demands, inspired by the complexities and changes in our 
modern life, are reflected in our total situation: increase in leisure time, 
growth in avocations, a technologically complex society make books a 
necessity, not only for the professional person and the artisan, but also for 
the greater number of older people and those persons who represent a 
general rise in the level of formal education. Still further demands will 
come as our rural areas such as Walpole are populated more and more by 
businessmen, professionals and artisans moving from the cities to the 
suburbs, to the country. An interest in the Fine Arts, so well represented 
in Walpole, indicates still another need which has to be met by our 
Library. 


This implied expanding role of the public library in our daily lives 
has been initially and foresightedly recognized by the Town of Walpole 
through its past financial support and the unselfish work of the Library 
Trustees. Also, we are grateful for the evident good-will of our Friends of 
the Library, however informally organized they may be. 


Walpole represents a high per capita reading population, 10.6 books 
borrowed per citizen, along with a high per capita financial support, in 
comparing ourselves with the national average. Increased circulation figures 
continue to please and plague us because it is almost a three way axiom 
that libraries consist of material, people and a place in which the inter: 
action of bringing these two elements together takes place. As our activity 
grows, our need for professionally competent personnel grows. These are 
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not recruited on a local or regional basis, but on a national scale. The laws 
of the market place apply as much to the procurement of library personnel 
as to its costs for general expenses. Likewise, it is significant that our 
operations, both passive (size of holdings) and active (size of circulation ) 
are extremely out of tune with our 50 year old surroundings. It is to be 
hoped in the case of the East Walyole Branch the separation of children 
from adult activities may become a reality. Ample precedent 
for this exists in our school system in the separation of elementary from 
junior-high and high schools. 


As for the Branch in North Walpole, it shows a steadily climbing 
circulation, and it is to be hoped we can continue to take care of our North 
Walpole friends within the limits of our resources. 


The Main Library is suffering from its share of growing pains. In ten 
years the circulation has almost doubled as has the book stock. In fairness 
to our patrons and our Staff, our physical plant needs changes made to 
provide for more efficient professing and protection of our materials. While 
it is not the intention of public libraries to watch the extinction of the 
newspaper and magazine stands, the book store and the lending library, 
it should be pointed out that the value of these institutions becomes greater 
as they supplant these other business enterprises. The cost also is greater. 


Throughout the year there have been changes in the Staff. In the fall, 
Robert Purrington was appointed Librarian, and Beryl Simpson was 
appointed Branch Librarian at East Walpole. Our wishes go with them 
for happy and successful careers in this friendly community. Their 
wishes, in turn, go with our former Librarian, Eunice Crissey, now Mrs. 
S. E. Whitman of South Walpole. 


In April there was an improvement made to the grounds of the Main 
Library. After consultations with the Garden Club of Walpole and the 
Norfolk County Agricultural School, the trees in front of the building 
were removed, and the space landscaped, following the plan of the above 
advisors. 


Social activities during which the Library played host consisted of a 
reception for our new Staff members in November. On December 8th, it 
was also our very appropriate pleasure to have present Cecile Pepin 
Edwards, Joseph N. Welch and S. E. Whitman on Walpole Authors’ Day. 


We like to consider all our Walpole Townspeople our Friends of the 
Library. In particular, we wish to thanks those who helped prepare and 
suggest formal exhibits for us which were of great interest to their neigh- 
bors. Gifts representing time and effort were contributed by the Garden 
Clubs of Walpole. Praise goes to the Welcome Wagon for spreading the 
“good news’ to prospective Library patrons. Gifts of records, books and 
magazines were gratefully accepted by the Library, and either added to its 
holdings, or donated to institutions in the vicinity, whichever seemed most 
appropriate. 
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With a high compliment to our sincere and able Staff, to our very 
interested and devoted Trustees, to our competent Town officials, to the 
Town Engineering department, to the several committees and boards 
working with us, to our Patrons and all our friends, we close with a 
thought for this age of Television: “If one picture is worth a thousand 
words, it takes a thousand words to explain a picture.” 


Particulars 


As in all areas of the Library, the Youth Departments, serving the 
High School and Junior High School Students, shows a great deal of 
activity. Circulation of material, intended principally for this department, 
reached a rather extraordinary figure of 6,110. To better illustrate its 
significance; since the year 1954, when this special activity first began, 
there has been an increase of 69%. It is therefore natural to expect 
heavier demands upon the Staff for special service, some of which cannot 
be readily met under existing administrative and physical conditions. 


Walpole Children and The Library 


When the Children’s Room of the Main Library was opened in 1930, 
its young patrons showed their enthusiastic welcome by borrowing 12,425 
books from that room alone. 


Now, in the year 1956, and 27 years later, the Walpole Public Library 
system issued 37,464 books to the children, or three times more than in 
1930. 19,549 of them were read by the children from collections placed 
in each school classroom. 


The preparation of these classroom collections for the schools is an 
important part of the work of the Children’s Librarian and Assistants. 
In the summer, 250 books are prepared for loan to the High School 
Library. Also, at this time, returned school collections are checked, book 
by book, for repairs, possible rebinding and discarding. We now have on 
frequent exchange loan to the schools approximately 96 collections, aver- 
aging 30 - 35 books per classroom. The aim is a book per child. No sooner 
do we check in all the collections than we begin again to repeat the 
process; you might call it perpetual motion. 


The Children’s Department is almost constantly a beehive of activity. 
We have had large attendance at both Main and E. Walpole libraries at 
the Saturday morning Story Hours, reaching 67 children at one time at 
the Main building. This is gratifying, when one considers many libraries 
do not even have a regularly scheduled Story Hour. 


> 


The Stamp Club, meeting Saturday afternoons from 2:30 to 3 
o'clock, is popular with our young philatelists. The summer reading club 
kept 500 boys and girls reading books as part of their vacation fun. 
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We held a Doll Show, exhibiting 50 dolls, during the month of 
October. The three presidents of the women’s clubs of Walpole judged 
the entries and many were awarded gold or blue ribbons. 


Book Fairs were held in the fall by the Parent Teachers Associations 
of the Bird and Fisher schools. The Library cooperated by helping prepare 
book lists and setting up booths. 


Book Week, November 25 - December 2, brought over 400 boys 
and girls to the Library to look at the best books in the Juvenile field. 
We helped them with suggestions for books to be given at Christmas. 
This occasion was an excellent opportunity to hand out applicatinos offer- 
ing Library privileges to boys and girls who were new to the Library. A 
Book Week poster was placed in every classroom in the elementary grades 
and a book mark presented to each child. 


New chairs have replaced those which were put to use in 1930, but 
the working area remains the same and has become inadequate. We should 
like to see some future changes made to allow more working space in 
handling the circulation of books to the children. Under present condi- 
tions, only one person at a time can work behind the desk. When the rush 
is on after school, it is more than difficult to control the activity. 


We have approximately 1,800 children who are active borrowers of 
the Main Library and Branches. This indicates that 20.8 books per regis- 
tered borrowers were loaned during the year — a pleasantly high figure. 
The important thing is that each child, both at home and at school, should 
be given full opportunity to enjoy good books.

The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


: We are pleased to report again, that the year 1956, shows a continued 
Si uction in money expended in all categories of relief; despite the fact 
that all recipients received a cost of living increase which was effected 


on July 1, 1956. 
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The cost of living index showed an increase of 5.07% from August 
1951 to May 1956. In order to effect this change it was necessary to 
rebudget every recipient and substitute the 14.2% adjustment which was 
in effect to a 20% adjustment. In the month of September we were 
notified of an increase in Federal participation on assistance payments. 


In October we received material from our Welfare Commissioner 
notifying us of an amendment to Chapter 118a, Section 1, which amend- 
ment extends the benefits of Old Age Assistance to non-citizens who have 
resided in the United States for twenty years. 


During the year 1956 transfers were made from Disability Assistance 
to Old Age Assistance. These transfers were a result, in most part, of the 
amendment mentioned in the prior paragraph of this report. One case was 
eliminated by reason of the fact that a pending pension materialized and 
the case of our recipient was closed to care of self. We had one transfer 
to another town, one transfer to another State, four transfers to State 
Institutions and six deaths. One case was transferred to Military Aid and 
a total of six cases closed to care of self. 


This report represents the culmination of a busy year for the Welfare 
Department Administrators and words are inadequate to express their 
deep gratitude for the voluntary philanthropy of Walpole’s private citizens 
and organizations; however, we would like to say thank you for your 
assistance and for the trust that you have placed in us.

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Housing Authority 
LEO F. TETREAULT, Executive Director 


The Walpole Housing Authority met fourteen times during the year 
1956. The Walpole Housing Authority consists of the following mem- 
bers: James B. Maguire, Chairman; Burgess P. Reed, Vice-Chairman; 
Denis F. O'Brien, Treasurer; Ralph E. Glennon, Assistant Treasurer and 
Robert A. Cobb. Leo F. Tetreault is the Executive Director. 


During the year 1956, forty-five new countertops were installed to 
replace the old installation. Formerly, the linoleum around the sinks in 
all the houses at “Robinwood” was deteriorating and causing a serious 
health problem. This condition has been satisfactorily corrected. 


Another improvement at “Robinwood” was the installation of fif- 
teen new Kelvinator electric ranges. It is hoped that within the next two 
years the remaining ranges will be replaced. 


The Walpole Housing Authority also hopes to paint the exterior 
of all the houses at “Robinwood” in 1957 as well as install gutters on 
the rear of all the houses. 


Clearing of brush continues each year to prevent any serious fires and 
to keep up the appearance of the project. 


“Robinwood” consists of forty-five single family homes —— twenty- 
two two bedroom units and twenty-three three bedroom units. The ad- 
mission incomes and limits remained the same as in 1955. The average 
rent was approximately $40.50. “Robinwood” was built under Chapter 
200. 


Civil Defense

Civil Defense has expanded its activity considerably during the year 
1956. Both the needs of the Town during natural emergencies and during 
military emegencies have been considered and means employed to 
implement siese needs. 

In keeping with the needs for civil emergencies the communications 
branck of the Civil Defense organization has maintained an active training 
program and communications facilities have been improved. As has been 
evidenced during and after the hurricanes that have struck New England, 
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it is necessary to back up our telephone system with a radio network that 
will work even when power lines and telephone lines are down. The Civil 
Defense radio system of communication will tie the town together if 
other communications fail. 


An additional portable radio transmitter-receiver has been added to 
the emergency radio facilities and a mobile radio has been installed in the 
Town Engineer's car. Both of these radios have been purchased under the 
“matching fund” program. 


In accordance with the requirements of the Massachusetts Civil 
Defense Agency constant liaison with the State organization through Sector 
1B in Stoughton, Mass., has been maintained. Mr. Beaulicu has been active 
liaison. 


During 1956 a radiological committee was set up under the direction 
of Mrs. June Oakley. This Committee is responsible for protection of the 
Town from radioactive damage. Mrs. Oakley is a trained physicist and is 
ideally suited to direct this work. 


Air raid signals have been modified this year. Revised Civil Defense 
air raid instruction cards have been distributed to all homes in the Town 
through the courtesy of the local Girl Scout organization. Their contribu- 
tion to the year’s Civil Defense effort is greatly appreciated. 


In order to provide distinct warnings which will be heard in certain 
parts of the Town a set of remotely controlled air raid sirens have been 
installed at the Agricultural School in North Walpole, and at the water 
towers in West and South Walpole. The new siren system should be in 
operation during the early part of 1957. The siren system is also being 
installed under the “matching fund” program. 


Because of Walpole’s strategic location in relation to Boston, it has 
keen selected as the site for a two hundred bed emergency Civil Defense 
hospital. The supplies for this hospital, from beds to drugs, will be stored 
in the Old Stone School. 


Funds have been requested to supplement the present warning system 
by two additional sirens, and to defray the expenses of key Civil Defense 
committee heads in attending training courses at Topsfield, Mass., under 
the auspices of the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency.

of Veterans Services for the year 1956. 


During the year 1956 this department has given creditable service 
to all of Walpole’s veterans and their dependents who have sought advice 
and counseling regarding veterans benefits, both Federal and State. It is 
gratifying to note that as a result of the counseling several aged veterans 
were able to obtain Federal Benefits to which they were entitled. It is 
also gratifying to note the increased number of Korean Veterans who 
applied and were granted Educational Benefits. The mumber of Korean 
Veterans applying for these Educational Benefits increased over the year 
1955. This trend shows that these young veterans have an earnest desire 
to attain a better position in life and thereby becoming a more learned 
and better citizen. 


In the matter of assisting eligible veterans and their dependents under 
chapter 115 of the General Laws, I wish to state that a decided increase 
was shown in the expenditure relating to Medical care. Medical care for 
needy and worthy veterans and their dependents amounted to $2,260.50, 
an increase of $1,129.79 over 1955. This increase was due to several fac- 
tors namely increased hospital rates and Child Care. In all a total of 
$5,900.00 was expended for veterans’ benefits under Chapter 115. 


In closing I wish to thank all those with whom I have had to work 
with, for their splendid co-operation afforded this office. I sincerely hope 
that their cooperation will continue.

The Walpole School Committee is a member of the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees. In 1956, members of the Committee 
have attended regional meetings of the Association and the annual State 
Convention at Chatham.

This table shows an increase in the elementary schools of 107 pupils. 
There are only two rooms in these school buildings which are not in use 
at the present time. A large enrollment in the combination grade I and II] 
class at the Boyden School required a separation of the grades and employ- 
ing an additional teacher. Grade I now meets in the assembly room of the 
school. 


Junior high enrollment increased by 38 pupils which required an 
additional. Every class room in that building is now in use. During the 
summer the old floors of rooms 112 and 211 were replaced with hard- 
wood flooring and the rooms were equipped with new movable furniture. 
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At the senior high school increased enrollment necessitated a 
rearrangement of class and study rooms. An additional teacher was required 
for this school. In September 1957, pupils from Norfolk will probably 
attend the new regional school in Wrentham. The number of these pupils 
will be approximately 100. Although the withdrawal of this number 
will not give us any more classrooms, it will reduce the size of some classes 
at the senior high school. 


Increased enrollment required new teachers at the Bird, Fisher, Plimp- 
ton, and Stone Schools. The room capacity of some of these buildings has 
been reached and additional facilities will have to be provided when 
school opens in September. 


Future School Needs 


It is most important to have a logical well planned building program 
to fit the needs of our increasing school population. One of the first steps 
in such a program is to secure land for school sites in strategic spots while 
such lend is available. Some of the proposals of the survey in regard to 
future needs in school building are (1) an elementary school in the High 
Plain Street area of East Walpole. (2) renovation of the present Bird 
School, (3) building of a new Junior High School in the High Plain 
Street area. The report stresses the need of a planned program which will 
coincide with the population growth as opposed to haphazard building. 
It is hoped that the citizens of Walpole will continue to look upon the 
various elements of their public school system as a whole unit. 


Increase in Special Class 


Due to an increase in membership of the Special Class an additional 
teacher has been obtained. This gives two teachers more time to care for 
the different needs of this group. 


Curriculum Changes and Evaluation 


The work of curriculum revision by various committees continues 
and in addition to other changes a new course in office machines is planned 
for the senior high commercial department for the coming year. We have 
obtained printing equipment to furnish the graphic arts shop at the senior 
high school. Now a complete course in printing is offered in the industrial 
arts program beginning in the Junior High School. 


Curriculum committees are working with teachers to prepare the 
courses, teaching methods and instructional equipment for evaluation. 
This is a program sponsored by the State Department of Education. 
All the Senior High Schools of the Commonwealth will be evaluated by 
committees of educators during a ten year period ending in 1966. The 
findings of these committees will enable the State Department of Educa- 
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tion to properly classify the High Schools on the basis of the factors men- 
tioned above, as well as many others. 


School Transportation 


Transportation of pupils to and from various schools presents prob- 
blems which the School Committee is studying. This year, although the 
number of pupils who were transported increased from 1144 to 1221, no 
new routes were required. This condition will not hold for another year 
as there will be a greater number to be transported from a wider area. 
This change will require at least one if not two more additional transpor- 
tation routes with an increased cost for this service. 


The School Committee continues to use the Report of the Special 
Committee on Transportation as a guide. Dangerous areas are constantly 
observed by Mr. Edwards and reviewed by the Committee. When hazards 
are removed, or sidewalks built, it is the policy of the School Committee 
to revert to the 1 1/4 mile limit for pupils of grades 1-6, and 1 1/2 miles 
for pupils in grades 7-12. 


Teachers’ Workshop 


This year, for the first time, a workshop program was presented to 
all teachers before the opening of the regular school year. 


The program was offered in two sessions, one on Tuesday afternoon, 
Sept. 4 and another all day session on Wednesday, Sept. 5. At these meet- 
ings new teachers had an opportunity to meet their principals and other 
teachers of the school system. They were informed about the health pro- 
gram, marking system and objectives set up for the school year. 


The testing program was explained and in various group meetings 
new teachers were able to obtain information about teaching methods in 
the different subject fields. An excellent luncheon was provided by the 
cafeteria group at the high school. 


Many favorable comments were heard regarding the work shop both 
from the teachers new to our school system and from others who attended 
the meetings. 


Receipts on Account of Schools 


Each year, the Town receives an income from the operation of its 
schools as shown below:

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This is a substantial reduction of the School Department Annual 
Budget. The money is not available to the School Department, but goes 
into the General Account of the Town. If it were permissable to allocate 
this income in the form of a credit against the Annual Appropriation for 
Schools, it would more truly reflect the actual cost to the citizens for that 
part of the Town Budget for which the School Department is responsible.

School. The enrollment by classes on December 14 was:

We are now able to provide for this large group adequately except 
on Thursdays and Fridays. It is mecessary on these days to 
use the Music Room and the Audio-Visual room as study halls. In another 
year a serious problem will prevail when the sophomore class increases the 
school enrollment to about 540. However, we are fortunate that the Nor- 
folk pupils will attend the new King Phillip High School in Wrentham 
next year, otherwise our enrollment would be over 640. May I express my 
regrets, as well as those of the faculty, in losing our Norfolk pupils. Their 
achievements have been many and their contributions great. We are proud 
to have had them counted among our student body. 


It was necessary to add Algebra I this year in Grade X to help pupils 
meet college requirements. Two periods have been added weekly to the 
Homemaking course so that greater experience in cooking and sewing can 
be offered to the pupils. General mathematics II has been added to the 
curriculum in order that the non-college group will have an opportunity 
for continued work in mathematics. 


In order to provide a greater opportunity for the pupils to take better 
advantage of their abilities, the English classes have been graded on the 
basis of past achievement, I.Q. and teacher evaluation. It is hoped that 
the pupils will more nearly approach their capabilities in these classes, and 
to date it is working very well in both quality and quantity of work 
accomplished. 


Time has been set aside in the regular school program to include 
choir, band, and orchestra periods, so that in the future these weaknesses 
can be corrected. Leadership Clubs in Physical Education for girls and 
boys have been meeting regularly in order to take better advantage of the 
pupils abilities and the facilities of the school. 


This year the high school pupils do not eat their lunch until 12 
oclock so an eight minute recess period has been added between the 
2nd and 3rd period. 


The school library has grown, and as the number of books increase, 
the popularity of the library increases with them. Our library now offers 
to each student a wide variety of good reading materials. 
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The other activities, clubs and athletic programs of the past have 
been carried on, giving the pupils a well rounded education. 


We have a greater number of students taking courses in mathematics 
and science than the average in the country. These students have compiled 
good results in the College Entrance examinations. The students at Wal- 
pole have followed the trend and now many of them are taking the 
examinations in their Junior year. This aids both the students and faculty 
by allowing an opportunity to correct weaknesses that might occur. A large 
number of the graduating class of 1956 has gone on to many of the better 
colleges and educational institutions of the country. 


The lowa Tests of Educational Development were given to the junior 
class members this year. These tests prove that Walpole stands in the top 
group of secondary schools of Massachusetts and that much good teaching 
and learning has been accomplished. In all cases, Walpole was above the 
average of the country, taken at large. Because these tests were also given 
to Grade 9 pupils, we will be able to measure the development of the 
pupils of Walpole High School throughout their last four years of school- 
ing. The tests will enable teachers and administrators to be more inti- 
mately and reliably acquainted with the educational development of each 
pupil. This will provide better adaptation of instruction and guidance for 
each pupil's changing needs. The tests will also provide a more dependable 
and objective basis for evaluating the total educational offerings of the 
school. Curriculum changes and wise distribution of supervisory efforts 
can be planned by analyzing the results. With these results, it is possible 
to compare the individual pupils with each other, with the local group, 
the New England Group, and the National Group. 


Guidance Department 
Mary A. BULLOCK AND JOHN B. DAVIDSON 


The demands being made upon the guidance services and resources are 
increasing daily. The breakdown with respect to the services rendered by 
the guidance office are varied and include home and family problems, 
finances, scholarship aid, school program choice, subject changes, subject 
failures, testing occupational information, social agencies, counselling 
progress, parent and teacher conferences. Two National Clubs for Junior 
and Senior girls are continuing to function: The Future Teachers of 
America and the Future Nurses Association with a constructive, affiliated 
program. 


We are continuing our series of vocational conferences in co-operation 
with Northeastern University, which enables all seniors to listen to out- 
standing leaders in the professional, business and industrial fields. Plans 
for the 1956-1957 series are now being completed. 


In September of this year the entire Junior Class was given a series 
of tests for a period of a week, this time using the Iowa Tests of Educa- 
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tional Development. Briefly, the major purpose was to help the school staff 
to become thoroughly acquainted with the educational needs of the pupils. 


Records show that over 600 former students have returned to the 
guidance office for further advisement and counsel. A new type of cumu- 
lative record card, giving information about each pupil from Grades 7-12 
has been adapted and is now in use in the Senior High School Office. This 
card will supplement the pupil records of the guidance office. 


Plans are now in the formative stage for the addition of new tests 
aptitudes and interests in order that as much information as possible 
be obtained for the composite score and picture of each pupil. 


Guidance procedures are being perfected in such a way that the 
change from the Junior to the Senior High may be effected with efficiency; 
so that there will be a minimum of program changes in the high school. 


We wish to thank all for their co-operation, interest and enthusiasm in 
the gradual development of this department. 


Junior High Guidance Services 
MILDRED L. WALLACE AND JOHN D. SULLIVAN 


Guidance has already become a fully established component of our 
school program. It has expanded its initial services to the point where it is 
proving valuable to the pupils, teachers, parents and the community. The 
guidance office is the center of pupil adjustments and coordinates the efforts 
of all interested parties to help the individual pupil's social and educational 
growth. Our Junior High Guidance Department offers these services 
to the following: 


Pupil—Personal advice, program planning, individual and group test- 
ting, school adjustments, vocational conferences, library services, 
visual aids services, and school orientation. 


Teacher-—Testing surveys, pupil information, teacher-parent confer- 
ences, program adjustment, library and film service, adjustment 


of special pupil problems. 


Parent-—Conference arrangements, pupil information, vocational and 
educational information, admission services. 


Community—tInterpretation of the school program through news 
items, Parent-Teacher Association meetings, educational confer- 
ences—correlation with churches, social welfare organizations 
and law enforcement agencies, in an endeavor to correct and 
prevent juvenile delinquency. 


The best current guidance practices are being instituted at Walpole 
Junior High. Your guidance counselors meet frequently with other pro- 
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fessional guidance personnel from the adjoining communities in an effort 
to exchange ideas and practices which are proving successful in guidance 
programs. Thus, although this is only the second year of this Junior High 
Guidance program in Walpole, it can honestly be said that the program 
being offered our children is second to none in the area. 


A statistical analysis of our guidance activities 1s outlined below. 
While many activities are not easily measured it does give some idea of 
the expanse of the program.

It is the function of guidance to serve pupil, teacher, parent and com- 
munity. As our junior high school program grows and fulfills its potential 
we Can anticipate even greater results than these we have briefly recorded. 


Staff of Industrial Arts Department 


For the first time in the history of the Walpole School System through 
the medium of long-range planning by the Staff, and the efforts of a 
believing School Committee and Administration, we are teaching a true 
Industrial Arts Course in both the Junior and Senior High, Schools. Let me 
say at this point that we do not try to teach a trade in any of these 
courses; the difference between Industrial Arts and Vocational Education 
being so great. Industrial Arts offers to the students exploratory experiences 
in several different lines of work so that they may have some idea of what 
line they might like to follow as their life’s work. The students are carefully 
guided through the several courses and given a thorough knowledge of the 
fundamentals of each, but by no means do we try to teach them a trade. 
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If some respond more than others, and are capable of doing journeymen's 
work after graduation, then we are happy to have contributed in part to 
their success. 

Following is a brief explanation of the over-all picture and then a 
report from each instructor: 

In grades seven, eight, and nine, Elementary Woodworking, Elemen- 
tary Woodfinishing and Elementary Band and Sheetmetalworking 1s taught 
by Mr. John Stahl; and Elementary Graphic Arts (printing) and Elemen- 
tary Mechanical Drawing is taught by Mr. Alan Shaw. 

In grades ten, eleven, and twelve, a more advanced course is given in 
General Woodworking, General Wood and Metalfinishing, taught by Mr. 
Stanley Dziejma, and the Graphic Arts and General and College Mechanical 
Drawing, taught by Mr. George Conaty. 

In all six grades we are handling approximately four hundred students 
per week, which makes the courses offered worthwhile activities. We are 
gradually adding to our equipment in the several shops and in the near 
future we will have a suite of shops the equal to any in the State. 


Junior High Woodworking and Metalworking 
JOHN E. STAHL 


Experiences in woodworking and metalworking are offered and par- 
ticipated in by all seventh and eighth grade boys. Ninth grade students 
may participate in this shop activity on an elective basis. Over forty girls 
elected this shop once a week during club period and twenty were selected 
to participate, each showing a good deal of enthusiasm for this type of 
activity. 

The course requires that a student make a suitable project limited by 
his level and ability which can be useful in or about his home. He then 
gains experiences and understandings about the following phases of shop- 
work while working on that or other projects: tools, materials, processes, 
mechanics, design, citizenship, technical terms, and safety. 

Some of the additional equipment added to the shop this year have 
been a portable sanding machine, folding machine, sheet metal, forming 
rolls, wire edger, gas furnace, machinist vises, anvil and various hand tools 
used in metal working. It is hoped that, sheet metal sheers and a bar folder 
can be added in the near future. 

It is through this type of activity offered here on the Junior High 
level that we aim to expose and interest the student with the technical 
aspects of our ever expanding industrial society. 


Junior High Graphic Arts and Mechanical Drawing 
ALAN SHAW 
The Junior High School program is now set up so that every boy 


rotates through four different representative areas of industrial experiences. 
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These are Mechanical Drawing, Graphic Arts, Woodworking and Metal- 
working. 


In the combined Graphic Arts and Mechanical Drawing room half 
the boys are working in the printing area and the other half are engaged 
in mechanical drawing. 


After ten weeks the groups are rotated within the room and midway 
through the school year the classes change rooms. 


Through these progressively planned experiences in the Graphic Arts 
and Mechanical Drawing room we hope to create a better understanding 
within each student of how man plans, records, interprets, and reproduces 
his thoughts and technical ideas to others. 


Senior High Woodworking and Metalworking 
STANLEY DZIEJMA 


The main objective of the General Woods and General Metals areas 
of the Industrial Arts Department at the High School, is to give as general 
a preparation for the duties of life vocations without reference to any par- 
ticular vocation dealing with the wood and metal industries. If a boy 
should by chance show some promise in one particular area, this is devel- 
oped to the fullest within the capabilities of the two shops. 


To aid this development, the General Woods area has introduced 
texts, machinery end a continual day by day program that aids to foster 
and develop individual interests. The General Woods area will be com- 
pleted with the most advanced and practical equipment necessary by the 
end of this school year. 


The General Metals, however, is a new field being introduced, and is 
slowly being organized with the funds now available. It is hoped that by 
the end of this school year, equipment for the sheet metal and bench 
metal work areas shall be completed. 


Senior High Graphic Arts and Mechanical Drawing 
GEORGE H. CONATY 


With the opening of the High School in September we began to teach 
Graphic Arts, (printing) for the first time. This course has proven a very 
useful and interesting one, consisting of teaching in several areas, namely: 
composition, press-makeready, letterpress work, figuring and cutting of 
stock, papers and inks, design, type distribution, pad-making, silk-screen 
processes, and photography as it applies to offset printing. To put the 
above instruction to use, we have printed many of the forms for the 
School Department which formerly had to be typed. 

During the periods that I am teaching Graphic Arts, I am also 
teaching College and General Mechanical Drawing in an adjacent room. 
This course consists of instruction in the following areas: constructive 
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geometry, orthographic projection, development of surfaces, devices for 
transmission of power, small machine design, architectural drawing and 
construction, freehand sketching, and aircraft drawing. 


At the end of the ten week term the boys rotate from one room to 
another; the year being divided into four ten week terms, thus giving each 
boy the opportunity to participate in the activities of each of the four 
shops. The seniors are allowed to specialize in a shop of their choice to 
enable them to concentrate on a favorite subject. 


Junior High Home Economics Department 
SARAH GLEASON, Instructor 


The program for grades 7, 8, and 9 in Home Economics has been 
planned for progressive work in the following units: Clothing, Good 
Grooming, Family Living, Home Management, Foods and Nutrition, 
Safety, Laundry, Consumer Buying. 


The grade 7 program (with 73 students enrolled) is based on one 
double period per week; grade 8 (with 73 students enrolled) is based on 
two double periods per week. The elective grade 9 program with five 
double periods per week is planned for complete unit work. 


In the Clothing unit this year the grade 7 girls learn the basic hand 
sewing skills in the construction of a pot holder. Next they learn to 
operate the sewing machine. Using these two skills they make a gift 
apron and a simple gathered skirt. 


The grade 8 girls review the hand sewing skills by making a dish 
towel. A study of the commercial pattern is made and used in the 
construction of a cotton house coat and a skirt or jumper. 


In the grade 9 clothing classes a review of hand and machine sewing 
skills is accomplished by the construction of a blouse and skirt. A study of 
alterations and fitting the commercial pattern to the individual are included 
in the construction of woolen sportswear. Safety, Good Grooming, and the 
Family Living units are included. 

At the fall Parent Teachers Association meeting an opportunity was 
given parents to see what is being accomplished in the Home Economics 
Department. 

At the December fourth assembly this department presented a “Christ- 
mas Decorations for the Home’ program. Each class was represented. 

New text books have been added for use in both the clothing and 
foods classes. 


Junior High Home Economics Department 
GERALDINE CRONIN, Instructor 
The Foods classes in the Junior High School combine the knowledge 


of food cookery and nutrition in their work so that they may become better 
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homemakers of tomorrow with the main theme throughout the year being 
that the homemaker is the root of the family. The sudents learn the basic 
principles of cookery; why these principles are best; and how to accom- 
plish the best results. 


The grade 7 program is based on the techniques of measurements, 
combinations of foods, and the Basic Seven Food Groups. Their units of 
study include egg cookery, cereal cookery, and simple party dishes. 


The eighth grade program is based on luncheons. They prepare vari- 
cus types of luncheons both for the home and the school. Each class 
prepares an entire lunch, recording the cost of the food used and the time 
consumed. 


The ninth grade program includes discussions on nutrition, family 
living, home management, and entertainment. The students receive prac- 
tical experience in entertainment by sponsoring a Christmas tea for the 
Junior High School faculty. In the laboratory the students work with 
canned, frozen, and fresh foods comparing the differences in cost, prepara- 
tion time and nutritional values. The ninth grade girls who are taking 
other courses now have the opportunity to include Home Economics with 
one class period and a laboratory period a week. 


The activity program gives the boys the time while in school to learn 
the art of cooking. This is accomplished in the Chef’s Club which meets 
ence a week. 


Senior High Home Economics Department 
ANTONINA RUBINO, Instructor 


At a final meeting of the Parent Teachers’ Association an exhibit was 
held of activities and projects concluded in this department. Also a “wed- 
ding shower” was conducted for two prospective brides of the Family 
Living Class. Their parents received invitations and attended the festivi- 
ties. Another future homemaker announced in the “Betty Crocker Search 
for the Homemaker of Tomorrow” scholarship competition was Anna 
Ciarrochi. Scholarship funds are provided annually by General Mills, Inc. 
More than forty senior girls took the competitive examination. Miss Ciar- 
rochi competed by written examination with forty senior girls. It is hoped 
that these activities will be repeated annually. 


A most gratifying observation, as the new year began was that the 
marked increase enrollment of last fall was maintained. The proportionate 
figure divided in the three subject groups are: 


Homemaking—25 (Study of fabrics, clothing construction, good 
grooming, foods and nutrition, preparation of foods, food deco- 
rating, foreign foods. 


Family Living —59 (Study of family members and their relationship 
with one another. Housing of the family; Child care in the 
family. 
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Phystology—S9 (Study of the structure of the human body; Health of 
body; Health problems of Community; Safety of Community. 


In general the theme of learning “how to live” and promoting better 
understanding between individuals, family members, world nations pre- 
vails in all class discussions, library research projects, and new releases. 


The addition of double periods to the Homemaking curriculum has 
tripled the ate of accomplishments. All laboratory facilities can now be 
utilized to the fullest extent. 


In closing it is interesting to note that three quarters of the present 
enrollment of girls have participated in some phase of Home Economics 
program. It is the desire of the instructor to encourage boys to participate, 
for only then will there be a true family atmosphere in the classes. It is 
also the feeling of the instructor that any past and future expenditures 
for the development of the department have, and will be met with con- 
tinued interest and enthusiasm on the part of all Walpole Future Home- 
makers. 


Supervisor of Music 
ARTHUR E. WILLEY, Supervisor 


The following report of the music department is herein submitted 
for your approval: 
HIGH SCHOOL 


The high school glee club (choir) presented its first professional 
Operetta, “Babes in Toyland” by Victor Herbert and presented the toys 
obtained from the production to the Norwood Hospital and the financial 
profit to the March of Dimes. 


The choir has also presented several concerts for the High School, 
PTA and for the Boston Christmas Music Festival on Boston Common. 


This year there has been a reorganization of the music program in the 
high school which is highly successful. We now have a training choir of 
approximately 150 voices and an advance choir of forty-five members. 


The newly purchased organ in the auditorium is in continuous use 
by advanced piano students. We hope to develop young people musically 
on the instrument so that they can take a more prominent part and be of 
greater assistance to the musical activities of our churches. The Wurlitzer 
organ has been also a great educational aid in training our glee clubs. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
A new seventy-five voice glee club has been successfully organized in 
the Junior High School as well as a forty piece band. The glee club pre- 


sented the operetta, “Tom Sawyer” and purchased audio-visual equipment 
for their school from the profits of the production. 


Instrumental lessons both for beginners and advanced students are 
offered weekly after school to Junior High pupils. However, due to 
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acreased activities and ever increasing enrollment in all schools, the super- 
visor and his assistant can no longer give the attention necessary to develop 
all individual organizations. Although the band is unable to rehearse, we 
are continuing individual instruction and baton squad classes. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


At the elementary level a graded instrumental program has been 
instituted from grades one to six. Grades one and two are trained in 
rhythm band work; grade three now has song flute bands which are taught 
in the same manner as a legitimate instrument, and grades four, five, and 
six have Classes in regular band and orchestra instruments. 


GENERAL 


Although our instrumental and vocal music program is increasing in 
scope, it is felt that additional assistance 1s needed badly to maintain a 
proper level of music education in our schools. A greater variety of courses 
should be offered in the high school to meet the needs of both the college 
and non-college student. Instrumental rehearsals should be in school time. 
At the junior high school more individual class and appreciation work 
should be emphasized and less choral classes. 


Musie in Elementary Schools 
FRANCES DUNLEVY, Supervisor 


Through June 1956, the elementary school program in the Walpole 
Schools continued as it had been set up in the previous September with 
weekly visits by a teaching supervisor. Emphasis continued on singing, 
and training in music reading, with some music appreciation, rhythmic 
training, and where possible, efforts at creative music. Participation in pro- 
grams for other students, and for parents, are eagerly anticipated, and 
always appreciated. These are excellent training for the children, and are 
perhaps the highest peaks in remembered experience. 


Since September, I have had the full responsibility of music in the 
grades, and this has meant fewer visits to each classroom. Thus much more 
responsibility for the achievement of the children falls on the classroom 
teacher. New music books have been purchased for the fourth grades. 


Since it is always wise for us to keep high goals before us, may | 
quote two of the six points in the CREDO for the Music Educator's 
National Conference's Golden Anniversary :— 


These things we believe: 


“Music education’s sacred concern is with Jiwves—not life as an 
abstract concept, but with I/fe as it is spent in homes, on streets and play- 
grounds, in school and out, at all ages and at every school level. é 

“Musical experiences rightly planned and guided are capable of liber- 
ating bodies, hearts and minds in ways that make children, youths and 
adults freer to work toward newer, richer, and more valuable expressive 
and social ends.” To this end we serve.

As always variety of expression in all media, three dimensional as 
well as two dimensional is encouraged.

In the Junior High School, Mr. Downs has started a new club pro- 
gram, including an art club which is working out very well.

By introducing a variety of ways to use paint, crayon, clay, etc., we 
have tried to encourage the child to more self expression through art. We 
hope that he will gain confidence in his art expression as well as gain 
knowledge of color, balance, organization, etc., through exploration of the 
media. This year the elementary grades have, through their art work, partt- 
cipated in exhibits, book fairs, PTA’s and have also painted a mural on one 
lunch room wall quite successfully. 


ey once Education in the Elementary Grades

The physical education department for the elementary grades offers 
a varied program. This program is divided into three separate units. The 
Ist Unit (Fall Season) offers circle, running and tag games for the lower 
grades (grades 1-3) and team sports such as soccer and kick ball for the 
upper grades, (grades 4-6). The 2nd Unit (Winter Season) offers, first, 
stunts and tumbling for all grades and second, rhythms, singing games, 
folk, square and social dancing. The 3rd Unit (Spring Season) offers ball 
skills, circle and tag relay games, softball and track. 


The aim of the Physical Education Program is to develop in a child 
those physical, social, emotional and mental qualities essential to a well- 
adjusted life. The child’s experiences in physical education are valuable 
in the development of desirable habits and attitudes, skills and abilities. 


School Cafeterias 


Doris M. HARTSHORN, Supervisor 


As we start our third year of combined management for our School 
Cafeterias participating in the School Lunch Program, we find a definite 
increase in the number of children making the most of the opportunity 
of purchasing a well-balanced, well-cooked luncheon daily. The lunch sales 
to children has increased sixty-two percent daily, and the milk consumption 
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shows a seventy-six percent daily output over and above the same period 
last year. Reports from our School Health Department indicate a marked 
improvement in the health, attitude, and school attendance of the children 
participating in the lunch program. 


Menu planning is a challenge as well as a great responsibility. Persons 
planning school lunches make a valuable contribution to the health and 
well-being of the children. It is through good menu planning that we are 
able to serve appetizing, nutritious, lunches to the children at a low price. 


When meals are planned at home, frequently some member of the 
family will take a dislike to the choice of food. Your Supervisor of Cafe- 
terias plans menus for 1200 daily and she tries to select foods that are 
pleasing to the majority of children. A choice in the menus is impossible 
as it slows-up the serving line. 


Your School Cafeterias are staffed by twenty-two efficient women. 
Financially the cafeterias “broke even’ this last year and therefore we did 
not have to ask the townspeople for any reimbursement beyond the amount 
already established before entering the School Lunch Program. 


We are well aware of the need for serving hot lunches at both the 
Boyden and Plimpton Schools. At present space is not available. Our 
sincere thanks to the Walpole Times for publishing our weekly menus. 


Health Department — School Nurses

L956: 
The physical examinations were done by our school physicians; Dr. E. 
DeRoma, Dr. T. Connell, and Dr. R. Bourke. 


2626 children were examined. Of this number, 1465 were in the 
Elementary Schools, and 1161 in the Junior High and Senior High Schools. 


135 Seniors had chest X-rays. 

120 Personnel had chest X-rays. 
2046 received the Massachusetts Vision Test. 
2006 received the Massachusetts Hearing Test. 


2965 doses of Salk Vaccine were administered in the schools. The 
Vaccine was supplied by the State Department, and the Town provided 
adequate and excellent equipment. 


The doctors, both school and local physicians, volunteered their time 
and services. 


Added to the above are such duties as: 
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1. Inspections of all children in the elementary grades following each 
vacation from school. 


2. Periodic recording of heights and weights. 


3. Special attention paid to the children participating in competitive 
sports. 


Care and treatment of illnesses and accidents occuring in school hours. 


5. Checking on absenteeism. 


6. Follow-up of physical defects as a result of the school physician's 
recommendations. 


7. Follow-up of all children who did not pass the Massachusetts Vision 
Test or the Massachusetts Hearing Test satisfactorily. 


Follow-up of social problems. 
Referrals to clinics. 
10. Home visits to interview parents. 


11. Individual health counselling of children.

Charles Fales Scholarship Fund 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents herein its 
twentieth annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 


Mr. Walter G. Murphy, Chairman; Mrs. Margaret C. Forssell, Sec- 
retary. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following excerpts 
from the will of Lewis F. Fales. 


“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to be known 
as the “CHARLES FALES FUND,” to the Town of Walpole, Massachu- 
setts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within 
two years from the time said Town is notified by said Trustees so to 
do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be paid as 
hereinafter provided to students, male or female of the schools of the 
Town who become students at any university, college or institute. Such 
scholarships are to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars annually, and to be paid to each undergraduate in a univer- 
sity, college, or institute to whom it may be awarded by a Committee to 
be known as the “Charles Fales Fund Committee,’ which Committee 
shall consist of the Superintendent of Schools of Walpole for the time 
being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for the time being, 
and if there be any time more than one High School in Walpole the 
Principals of each High School for the time being, and the member for 
the time being of the School Committee or other body having charge of 
the Schools of Walpole. The awards of Scholarships shall be for one 
year and shall be made during the month of December of each and every 
year. It shall so far as practical keep in touch with the progress and stand- 
ing of each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It 
is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making their 
award, but there are these factors which I desire they should take into 
consideration —- CHARACTER, SCHOLARSHIP, and PHYSICAL and 
MENTAL VIGOR. I also desire that students wishing to extend their 
education along technical lines, shall, other things being equal, be given 
preference.” 


The amount available for distribution this year was $3,371.89. In 
accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are to be as 
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nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars, seven scholar- 
ships were awarded.

Chairman, Lyle G. Williams presented the following report: 


REPORT ON PROPOSED ZONING BY-LAWS AMENDMENT 
AND ZONING DISTRICT MAP 
General Proposals 


The Planning Board is recommending to the 1956 Annual Town Meeting a 
complete revision of the regulaticns in the Walpole Zoning By-Law and in the 
location of the district boundaries. These changes are needed to properly guide the 
residential growth of the Town, to meet its future business needs, and to encourage 
its industrial development. 

The comprehensive Walpole Master Plan for future streets, utilities, public 
buildings, and other public facilities is sufficiently completed to serve as the neces- 
sary foundation for this zoning revision. Specifically, maps and other data have been 
prepared showing topography, present land use, vacant areas, population distribu- 
tion, and extent of town services. Analyses have been made of population trends, 
business area needs, and relative suitability of land for industry. And finally, a 
general land use plan has been prepared showing recommended areas for each major 
type of use for the future. 


Residence District Proposals 


At the present time, the Town has two types of residential districts—a “Rural 
District” requiring a minimum lot size of 40,000 square feet, and a ‘Residence 
District” requiring 15,000 sauare feet. The proposed revision changes the name of 
the latter to a ‘General Residence District,’ and adds two intermediate districts— 
a “Residence A District’ and a “Residence B District’—with lot sizes of 30,000 and 
20,000 square feet respectively. The location of the proposed districts is shown on 
the accompanying map. 

One effect of this revision would be to make a more gradual transition in lot 
sizes from one residential district to another. It should also encourage a more bal- 
anced type of growth, with opportunity for developments of varying density and 
character. 
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The new districts have been laid out in relation to the relative degree of 
municipal services in their respective areas. Thus, smaller lots would be per- 
mitted in areas where services are complete, or nearly so (with town water at 
adequate pressure, a public sewer connection, good access roads, and a nearby school 
and fire station). Such areas can be developed into relatively small lots with a 
minimum of health and safety problems, and with a minimum of cost to the Town 
for expansion of services. On the other hand, larger lots would be reauired in areas 
where services are partially or wholly lacking. Extra space per house in these areas 
would tend to offset the lack of facilities, and again, to keep hazards and town costs 
low. (For example, lack of sewer can be offset by a lot large enough to perma- 
nently handle a cesspool; lack of standard fire station coverage, by a lot large 
enough to allow at least 50 feet between buildings to reduce exposure, etc.) 


The proposed revision of the By-Law also changes some of the use, placement, 
and height regulations for residential areas so as to give full protection to existing 
neighborhoods and to fit existing conditions and uses. Also, it spells out in some 
detail the circumstances under which permits for special uses (such as nursing 
homes, funeral parlors, farm stands, etc.) may be granted, thus assisting in adminis- 
tration of the law. 


Future Population 


The residential lot size and other zoning requirements when applied to the 
amcunt of buildable land in the Town, determine the ultimate number of homes 
that can te accommodated. Under the proposed plan for Walpole, there will be 
ample room for a t tal of 9000 homes, or 31,500 persons. Studies already made 
ind.cate that these fi-ures will be 60% reached in 25 years; in other words, there 
sheuld be 5300 homes, or 18,700 persons, by the year 1981. (For comparison, the 
present zoning would permit a theoretical ultimate of 15,000 homes, or 55,000 
persons. ) 


Business District Proposals 


A major purpose of the revision is to encourage adequate expansion of business 
by means of designating, in advance, the most appropriate areas for such expansion, 
and by insuring their proper and beneficial development through reasonable regula- 
tions. The accompanying map shows the particular business areas proposed. Their 
size and location are carefully designed to serve the needs of the Town for the next 
25 years, based on its population predictions. 


In addition, the new business areas have been laid out, where possible, on one 
side ot a street or one corner of an intersection (rather than both sides, or all 
corners) to reduce pedestrian and vehicular hazards. The districts have been made 
as deep as possible from the street to allow for ample building setback and off- 
street parking. 


The business district regulations have also been revised, with provisions added 
covering outdoor uses, building placement, height, setback and yards, business signs, 
and site plan approval. Similar provisions in other towns have insured that new 
business construction is well arranged, not harmful to adjacent homes, and bene- 
ficial to the tax base. 


Industrial District Proposals 


The Master Plan study recognizes the importance of industry to Walpole—as 
both a major revenue producer to the Town’s tax income and as a principal 
employer of its citizens. Accordingly, new industrial zones have been proposed on 


the basis of the suitability of the sites fer industry rather than merely their unsuit- 
ability for residence. 


The districts reccmmended are shown on the accompanying map. They are of 
two-types—‘Limited Manufacturing” and “Industrial.” The. proposed use regula- 
tions for the former would permit general business, plus certain kinds of light 
manufacturing if conducted inside an enclosed building. In the latter districts, per- 
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mitted uses would also be specified (compared with the present lack of use regula- 
tions). In both districts, provisions are added covering open storage, building 
placements, etc. And finally, consistent with the objective of reserving good sites 
for industrial development, no new residential buildings, would be permitted in 
either zone. 


Under the proposed revision, a total of 1600 acres would be zoned for either 
limited manufacturing or full industrial use, 1300 acres of which are now vacant. 
Of these vacant acres, 485 are in swamp, 60 are in steep or rough land, and 785 
are readily buildable. While offering ample space for industrial use, these areas are 
so located and bounded as to give maximum protection to adjacent homes and to 
not interfere with the orderly growth of residential neighborhoods. 


It is for these reasons that the Proposed Revision of Town of Walpole Zoning 
By-Laws and Zone changes immediately following, are recommended for favorable 
consideration by the Town. So all citizens of Walpole can become fully acquainted 
with the proposed laws, the zoning recommendations and the detailed studies on 
which they are based, a series of five meetings will be held. These are as follows: 


Public Meeting—Monday, March 12th—-8:00 P.M. at the High School 
Auditorium 

Public Meeting—Tuesday, March 13th—8:00 P.M. at the Bird School 
Auditorium 

Public Meeting—Thursday, March 15th—8:00 P.M. at the Boyden School 

Public Meeting—Monday, March 19th—8:00 P.M. at the Fisher School

school serving their area of town. (The first meeting, at the High School, would 


cover those areas served by the Plimpton and Stone Schools. ) and

PROPOSED REVISION OF TOWN OF WALPOLE ZONING BY-LAWS 
Prepared by the Walpole Town Planning Board, January, 1956 
Amendment 


Amend the Town of Walpole Zoning By-Laws by striking out in their entirety 
Sectional through XII thereof, as enacted at a Special Town Meeting on February 
24, 1947, and as amended, and by striking out in their entirety any and all other 
provisions of said Zoning By-Laws, including Zoning By-Laws of the Town of 
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Walpole and Plan dated March 1925, as amended, and further including provisions 
establishing a zone known as a fire limit enacted at a Special Town Meeting on 
July 30, 1923, and by substituting for all of the foregoing the following new 
sections : 


SECTION I. INTRODUCTION 


I—1_ Title and Authority 


This By-Law shall be known and may be cited as the “Zoning By-Law,” and is 
adopted by virtue of and pursuant to the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40A, 
Section 1 to 22, inclusive, as amended. 


I—2 Definitions 


In this By-Law the following terms, unless a contrary meaning is required by 
the context or is specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 


Accessory Use. A subordinate use of a building, structure or land cus- 
tomarily incidental to and located on the same lot with the main building, 
structure or use, or located on a lot adjacent to such lot, if in the same 
ownership. 


Non-Conforming Use. A use lawtully existing at the time this By-Law 
or any amendment thereto takes effect which does not conform to the Use 
Regulations thereof, including an existing use permissible on special 
authorization of the Board of Appeals but which has not been so 
authorized. 


Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to 
give support or shelter or for other purposes, including buildings, frame- 
works, tents, signs, fences, antennae, and the like. 


Building, Any structure having a roof for the shelter, housing or enclos- 
ure of persons, animals, chattels, or property of any kind. 


Dwelling. A building, or any part thereof, containing accommodations 
for permanent human occupancy, including one and two-family houses, 
apartments, and boarding houses, but not including transient accommo- 
dations such as in hotels or motels (or lodging). 

Family. A single individual doing his own cooking, and living upon 
the premises as a separate housekeeping unit; or a collective body of 
persons doing their own cooking and living together upon the premises 
as a separate housekeeping unit in a domestic relationship based upon 
birth, marriage, or other domestic bond. 


Constructed. The word “constructed’”’ shall include the words “built,” 
“erected,” “reconstructed,” “altered,’ “enlarged,” “moved,” and “placed.” 
Street. The word “street’’ shall include all public ways established or 
maintained under public authority, private ways open for public use or 
used in common by more than two owners, and private ways plotted or 
laid out for ultimate public use, or shown on a plan approved by the 
Planning Board (whether or not constructed ). 


Lot. A single parcel of land held in identical ownership throughout, 
and defined by notes, bounds or boundary lines in a recorded deed or on 
a recorded plan. 


Recorded. The term “recorded” means recorded or registered in Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds, or a record title to a parcel of land disclosed 
by any or all pertinent public records. 


Premises. A lot, together with all buildings, structures and uses thereon. 


SECTION II. ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 
li—1 Types of Districts 
For the purpose of this By-Law, the Town of Walpole is hereby divided into 
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seven types of districts, which shall be known, in the order of restrictiveness, 
beginning with the most restrictive, as: 


Residence A Districts 

Residence B Districts 

General Residence Districts 
Rural Districts 

Business Districts 

Limited Manufacturing Districts 
Industrial Districts

II—2. Definitions Applicable to Types of Districts 


The term “Residential Districts’ as hereinafter used shall refer to any one or 
all of the first four types of districts set forth above; the term “Non-Residential 
Districts” as hereinafter used shall refer to any one or all of the last three types 
of districts set forth above. 


Hi—3. Location of Districts 


All districts hereinbefore referred to are located as shown on a map entitled 
“Zoning District Map of Town of Walbole, Massachusetts” dated January 1956 and 
filed with the Town Clerk; which map, together with all explanatory matter thereon, 
shall be deemed to accompany, be, and is hereby made a part of this By-Law. 


1l—4. Boundaries of Districts 


The location of the boundary lines of the districts shown upon the aforesaid 
map shall be determined as follows: 


1. Where a boundary line is shown approximately on the location of a 
property or lot line and the exact location of the boundary line is not indi- 
cated by means of a figure or otherwise, then the property line shall be 
the boundary line. 


2. Where a boundary line is shown as following a street, railroad, or utility 
transmission line. the boundary shall be the center line thereof unless 
otherwise indicated. 


Where a boundary line is shown outside of the lines of a street, railroad, 
or utility transmission line and approximately parallel thereto, it shall be 
deemed parallel to the center line thereof; and where a figure is placed upon 
the map between such boundary line and the street, railroad, or utility 
transmission line, it indicates the distance in feet of such boundary line 
from such center line, (measured at right angles thereto, unless otherwise 
designated ) . 


4. In any case not covered by the other provisions of this paragraph, the 
location of a boundary line shall be determined by the distance in feet if 
given, from other lines upon the map, or, if distances are not given, then 
by the scale of the map.

li—5. Lots in Two Districts 


Where a district boundary line divides a lot laid out and duly recorded prior 
to the time such boundary line is established, the regulations applying to the portion 
of such lot in the less restricted district may be considered as extending not more 
than fifty (50) feet into the more restriced portion, but only if the lot has frontage 
on a street in the less restricted district. 


SECTION III. USE REGULATIONS 


11i—1. Application of Use Regulations in All Districts 


No building or structure shall be designed, arranged or constructed and no 
building, structure or land shall be used, in whole or in part, for any purpose other 
than for one or more of the uses hereinafter set forth as permitted in the district 
in which such building, structure or land is located, or set forth as permissible by 
special permit in said district, and so authorized. 
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A. 
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Residence A and B District Uses 


Permitted Uses 


In a Residence A District and in a Residence B District, the following uses 
are permitted as of right: 


Detached one-family dwelling. 
Church or other place of worship, parish house, rectory or convent. 
Religious, sectarian, or denominational educational purpose. 


Public school, library, museum, art gallery or community building. 
Private school offering general educational courses. 
Orchard, market garden, nursery or other open use of the land for agri- 


cultural production (but not including any building or structure primarily 
used or maintained in connection with such purpose unless authorized by 
the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided ). 


Recretational or water supply use of a governmental agency. 
Public administration building, fire or police station. 
Extension of an existing cemetery. 


Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 


Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use, including the following:

The garaging or maintaining on any premises of a total of not more 
than three (3) motor vehicles, (including not more than one com- 
mercial vehicle), except in the case of a public use, or where author- 
ized by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


Private guest house, greenhouse, stable, tool shed, playhouse, tennis 
court, boat house, or other similar building or structure for domestic 
sorage or use. 


The raising or keeping of a small flock of poultry (not exceeding 
fifty birds), or of saddle horses, livestock, or other animals for use 
only by residents of the premises. 


Removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth products from the 
premises in connection with the construction of a building for which 
a permit has been issued, but only where the amount of such material 
removed does not exceed the amount contained, before construction, 
in the particular space to be occupied by the foundation of said 
building. 

he renting of rooms or the furnishing of table board in a dwelling 
to not more than four (4) persons (whether regular or transient) . 


The use of a room or rooms in a dwelling by a resident of the premises 
as an office, studio or workroom for the conduct of a profession or 
customary home occupation, subject to the conditions that: (1) such 
use does not occupy more than one-half the area of the dwelling unit; 
(2) not more than three persons other than residents of the premises 
are regularly employed thereon in connection with such use; (3) no 
stock in trade is regularly maintained except for products of the 
occupation itself, or for goods or materials which are customarily 
stored, used or sold incidental to its performance; (4) no change is 
made in the external appearance and general aspect of the dwelling 
which alters its residential character; and (5) there is no outside 
display of goods or products, storage of materials or equipment, or 
any other outward evidence that the premises is being utilized for any 
purpose other than residential (except for an accessory sign as herein- 
after permitted ). 


In particular, uses permitted hereunder include, but are not limited 
to, the office of a lawyer, dentist, optician, architect, engineer or real 
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estate agent, the studio of an artist or music teacher, or the workroom 
of a dressmaker or milliner, but do not include any use of a dwelling 
hereinafter set forth as permissible by special permit in the same 
district. 


B. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a Residence A District and in a Residence B District, the Board of Appeals 
may, in a specific case, issue a special permit for any of the following residential 


USES: 


The conversion and or use of a one-family dwelling existing on the effec- 
tive date of this By-Law as a dwelling for not more than two families, or as 
a convalescent or nursing home, boarding or lodging house, or tourist home; 
provided that: (a) such dwelling is located on a lot having an area at least 
fifty (50) per cent larger than the same district; (b) no exterior enlarge- 
ment is made which, together with any changes made during the preceding 
five years, increases by more than twenty (20) per cent the area of the 
dwelling; and (c) no change is made in the external appearance and general 
aspect of such dwelling which alters its one-family character. 


Any of the following uses: (a) the use of a building accessory to a dwell- 
ing by a resident of the premises as an office, studio, or workroom for the 
conduct of a profession or customary home occupation; (b) the use of a 
portion of a dwelling or of a building accessory thereto by a resident of 
the premises as an antique, handicraft or gift shop, or for the serving 
of home cooked meals to the public; or (c) the use of a portion of a 
dwelling or building accessory thereto in connection with his trade by 
a builder, carpenter, electrician, painter, plumber, or other artisan residing 
on the premises; provided that: (1) such use is clearly incidental and 
secondary to the use of the premises for dwelling purposes; (2) such use 
will not have a material adverse effect on the value of land and buildings 
in the neighborhood; and (3) the external appearance and general aspect of 
the building so used is in conformity with the residential character of the 
neighborhood. 


C. Additional Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a Residence A District and in a Residence B District, the Board of Appeals 
may, in a specific case, issue a special permit for any of the following additional 
uses, subject to the general provisions that: (1) the premises in question is reason- 
ably adaptable to the proposed use and will allow proper design thereof, including 
adequate separation of buildings and open areas from adjacent premises; (2) the 
proposed use will not be injurious or dangerous to the public health, or hazardous 
because of undue traffic congestion, danger of fire, or other reasons; (3) such use 
will not have a material adverse effect on the value of land and buildings in the 
neighborhood, or on the amenities thereof; and (4) such use will not produce notse, 
vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat, glare or other effects observable at the lot lines 
in amounts objectionable or detrimental to the normal use of adjacent property:

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Private club, lodge, or other non-profit social, cultural, civic or recreational 
use (but not including any use the chief activity of which is one customarily 
conducted as a business) . 


The garaging or maintaining of more than three (3) automobiles, or of 
more than one commercial vehicle, but only where in connection with a 
permitted main use on the same premises. 


Building or structure used or maintained in connection with a permitted 
agricultural use of the land, or used for any other purpose of agricultural 
production (such as a greenhouse or poultry battery ) . 


Salesroom or stand for the sale of nursery, greenhouse, garden or other 
agricultural produce (including articles of home manufacture frorn such 
produce), but only where the major portion thereof is raised on the 
premises (or made from produce so raised ).

Any use of a governmental agency not specifically set forth herein. 
Nursery school or other agency for the day care of children. 
Hospital, sanitorium, philanthropic or charitable institution. 


Any of the following commercial recreational uses: golf cours (but not 
including a golf driving range or ‘miniature’ golf course), boat or canoe 
livery, riding academy or stable. 


General Residence District Uses 


Permitted Uses 


In a General Residence District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 


Any of the uses permitted as of right in Residence A Districts and 
Residence B District. 


Two-family dwelling. 
Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 
Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use. 


B. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a General Residence District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, 
issue a special permit for any of the following residential uses:

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Dwelling for occupancy by more than two families, provided that: (a) 
such dwelling is located on a lot having an area larger than the minimum 
hereinafter specified for the construction of a building in the same district 
by an additional thirty-five hundred (3500) square feet for each family, in 
excess of two to be accommodated therein, and (B) said lot either is in 
immediate proximity to a Non-Residential District or to other buildings 
occupied by more than two families, or has a total lot area of not less than 
three (3) acres. 


Convalescent or nursing home, boarding or lodging house, or tourist home; 
provided that the building: (a) has the external appearance and general 
aspect of a one-family dwelling, or (b) is located on a lot in immediate 
proximity to a Non-Residential District, or (c) is. located on a lot in 
immediate proximity to other buildings used for one or more of these 
purposes or occupied by more than two families. 


Any other residential use permissible by special permit in Residence A 
Districts and Residence B District (in Section III-2, B) subject to the 
same provisions for authorizing each such use as therein set forth. 


C. Additional Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a General Residence District, the Board of Appeals may, subject to the 
general provisions for authorizing additional uses in Residence A Districts and 
Residence B Districts (in Section III-2, C), issue a special permit for any of 
the following additional uses in this District: 
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Any of the additional uses permissible by special permit in Residence A 
Districts and Residence B Districts, but not including any commercial 
recreational uses or any agricultural buildings or structure. 


Office of a doctor or dentist not a resident of the premises, or a group of 
such offices. 


Funeral parlor or undertaking establishment. 


Automobile parking area for which no fee is charged, provided that such 


area is located on a lot in immediate proximity to a Non-Residential 
District. 


Rural District Uses 


Permitted Uses 


In a Rural District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 
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Any of the uses permitted as of right in Residence A Districts and Resi- 
dence B Districts. 

Building or structure used or maintained in connection with a permitted 
agricultural use of the land, or for other purposes of agricultural produc- 
tion (but not including a produce salesroom or stand unless authorized 
by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided ) . 

Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 


Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use. 


B. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a Rural District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a special 
permit for any of the residential uses permissible on special permit in Residence A 
Districts and Residence B Districts (in Section HI-2, B), subject to the same pro- 
visions for authorizing each such use as therein set forth. 


C. Additional Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a Rural District, the Board of Appeals may, subject to the general pro- 
visions for authorizing additional uses in Residence A Districts and Residence B 
Districts (in Section III-2, C), issue a special permit for any of the following 
additional uses in this District: 
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Any of the additional uses permissible by special permit in Residence A 
Districts and Residence B Districts. 


New cemetery. 
Commercial kennel, animal or veterinary hospital. 


Commercial ski grounds, picnic grounds, bathing beach, or recreation 
camp. 


Airport, airpark or landing field (whether public, private, or accessory to 
a dwelling). 


Business Districts Uses 


A. Permitted Uses 
In a Business District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 
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Any of the uses permitted as of right in General Residence Districts. 
Boarding or lodging house, convalescent or nursing home, tourist home. 


Any of the additional uses permissible on special permit in General 
Residence Districts (but without here requiring such special permit). 


Store for the sale of goods at retail. 


Showroom for building supplies (including plumbing, heating and ven- 
tilating equipment), with storage limited to floor samples only. 


Salesroom for boats. trailers, trucks, farm implements, or machinery, with 


no repair services (except in a garage authorized by the Board of Appeals, 
as hereinafter, with no repair services). 


Salesroom for automobiles, with no repair services (except in a garage 
authorized by the Board of Appeals, as hereinafter provided ). 


Wholesale office or showroom, with storage limited to floor samples only. 


Restaurant or similar place for the serving of food or beverages only to 
persons inside a completely enclosed building, subject to the condition that 
no mechanical or live entertainment is regularly furnished (except where 
authorized by the Board of Appeals, as hereinafter provided ) . 


Any of the following service establishments dealing directly with the con- 
sumer: barber or beauty shop, business or trade school, clothing rental 
establishment, collection station for laundry or dry cleaning, dancing or 
music school, dressmaking or millinery shop, frozen food locker, funeral 
home, hand or self-service laundry, household appliance repair shop,

interior decorating studio, meeting hall for hire, medical or dental labora- 
tory, photographic studio, shoe or hat repair shop, tailor shop, typewriter 
repair shop. 

Shop of a builder, carpenter, cabinetmaker, caterer, electrician, painter, 
paperhanger, plumber, sign painter or upholsterer, with not more than 
five thousand (5000) square feet of floor area per establishment used 
for work and storage. 


Printing or publishing establishment, with not more than five thousand

on the premises, and (c) not more than five (5) operators are regularly 
employed in such manufacturing. 


B. Uses by Special Permit Only. 


In a Business District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a 
special perm for any of the following uses: 
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Dwelling for occupancy by more than two families, provided that: (a) 
the Business District in which such dwelling is located abuts or is in 
immediate proximity to a General Residence District, and (b) such 
dwelling is located on a lot having an area larger than the minimum 
hereinafter specified for the construction of a building in a General 
Residence District by an additional thirty-five hundred (3500) square 
feet for each family in excess of two to be accommodated therein. 


Any other retail business or service establishment, provided that such 
use is similar to the uses specifically permitted in this District in general 
character and in effect on adjacent property and improvements (but not 
including any use first specifically permitted herein in a less restricted 
district. ) 


Any of the following uses if located in a Business District which has 
an overall length of at least one thousand (1000) feet, measured along 
the street on which the use has its principal access: (a) drive-in or stand 
for the dispensing of food, beverages or goods from inside a building 
to persons standing or seated outside, (b) outdoor dining area accessory 
to a restaurant or hotel on the same premises, (c) automobile repair 
garage or service station, (d) theater, bowling alley, dance hall or other 
indoor amusement, or (e) the regular furnishing of entertainment at a 
restaurant or similar place; provided that such use will miot produce 
noise, vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat, glare or other effects observable 
at the lot lines in amounts objectionable or detrimental to the use of pro- 
plines in amounts objectionable or detrimental to the use of property in 
the immediate vicinity (whether or not in the same district. ) 


oF Enclosure of Uses. 


In a Business District, all uses permitted as of right or permissible on special 
permit, and all uses accessory thereto, shall be conducted within a completely en- 
closed building, except the following: 
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Uses vermitted as of right or permissible on special permit in a General 
Residence D ‘strict. 

The dispensing of food, beverages, or goods at a drive-in or stand, where 
authorized. 


Accessory outdoor dining areas, where authorized. 


The dispensing of fuels, lubricants or fluids at a garage or service station, 
where authorized. 


Plants growing in the soil. 
Automobile parking lots. 
Exterior signs, as hereinafter permitted. 


Exterior lichts, if so arranged as to reflect away from streets and from any 
adjacent premises located in Residential Districts. 


If authorized by the Board of Appeals in a specific case, the open display 
or storage of goods, products, materials or equipment, where accessory to 
a permited main use conducted in a completely enclosed building on the 
same premises, provided that: (a) the total ground area devoted to such 
open use does not exceed twenty-five (25) per cent of the ground area 
covered by said building; (b) where the open use is readily visible from 
adjacent property in a Residential District, the Board shall impose such 
requirements for the screening of such open use as are, in its judgment, 
necessaty to protect such property; and (c) no open display or oper stor- 
age of junk, scrap metal, rags, waste paper, and similar used materials 
shall be authorized. 


Limited Manufacturing District Uses. 


Permitted Uses 


In a Limited Manufacturing District, the following uses are permitted as of 
right: 
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Any of the uses permitted as of right in Business Districts except dwell- 
ings unless such dwellings are authorized by the Board cf Appeais as 
hereinafter provided. 


Commercial greenhouse, kennel, animal or veterinary hospical. 
Drive-in or stand. 


Automobile repair garage or service station, auto body or fender shop, 
soldering or welding shop. 


Place of amusement or assembly. 


Establishment for the repair or storage of boats, trailers, trucks, farm 
implements, or machinery. 


Trucx terminal or motor freight station. 


Shop of a builder, carpenter, cabinetmaker, caterer, electrician, painter, 
paperhanger, plumber, sign painter, or upholsterer, without limitation on 
floor area. 

Printing or publishing establishment, without limitation on floor area. 
Storage in bulk of, or warehouse for, lumber and other building supplies, 
contractors’ equipment, cotton or wool, livestock feed, fertilizer, food, 
furniture, hardware, metal, heating fuel with above-ground storage limited 
to twentv-five thousand (25,000) gallons, paint and paint supplies, paper, 
pipe, rubber, shop supplies, tobacco, tools, wood, or any products of manu- 
facturing activities permitted by this paragraph (whether or not produced 
on the premises ) . 

Power laundry, dry cleaning or dying works, carpet or rug cleaning plant. 
Research, experimental or testing laboratory. 

Plant for bottling of beverages or packaging of food products, but not 
including meat and fish products unless authorized by the Board of 
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Appeals, subject to the provisions for authorizing other lawful uses in this 
District (in Section III-6, B, 1). 


Plant for light metal fabrication or finishing, but not including heavy 
punch presses or drop hammers unless authorized by the Board of Appeals 
subject to the provisions for authorizing other lawful uses in this District 
(in Section III-6, B, 1). 

Plant for manufacturing of electrical or electronic devices, appliances, 
apparatus or supplies. 


Plant for manufacturing of medical, dental, or drafting instruments, optical 
goods, watches or other precision instruments. 

Plant for manufacturing of advertising displays, awnings or shades, bakery 
products, beverages (non-alcoholic), brushes, books, candy, clothing or 
other textile products, jewelry, ice leather goods, textiles, toys or wood 
products. 

Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 


Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use. 


B. Uses by Special Permit Only 


In a Limited Manufacturing District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific 
case, issue a special permit for any of the following uses: 
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Any other lawful business, service, storage or light manufacturing use, 
provided that: (a) such use is not dangerous to the vicinity through fire, 
explosion, emission of wastes or other causes, and (b) such use is not 
likely to create more noise, vibration, dust, heat, smoke, fumes, odor or 
glare than the minimum amount normally resulting from any of the uses 
specifically listed hereinbefore. 


Dwelling, provided that such dwelling is accessory to a permitted main 
use (such as the dwelling of a caretaker, watchman, or operator of a 
business or manufacturing establishment on the same premises), and 
subject to the condition that such dwelling conforms to the regulations 
of this By-Law which would apply if it were located in a Business District. 


C. Enclosure of Uses 


__ In a Limited Manufacturing District, all uses permitted as of right or permis- 
sible on special permit, and all uses accessory thereto, shall be conducted within a 


completely enclosed building, with the same exceptions as apply to enclosure of 
uses in a Business District. 


Ill-7. Industrial District Uses 


A. Permitted Uses 
In an Industrial District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 
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Any of the uses permitted as of right or permissible on special permit in 
any Residential District (but without here requiring such special permit) 
except dwellings, unless such dwellings are authorized by the Board of 
Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


Any of the uses permitted as of right in a Limited Manufacturing District. 
Coal elevator or gas storage tank. 

Plant for bulk storage of petroleum or petroleum products. 

Quarry, sand or gravel pit. 


Asphalt or bituminous mixing plant, concrete central mixing plant, or 
plant for manufacturing of structural products from clay or cement (such 
as brick, tile, pipe or cement blocks). 


Plant for bulk processing of weod or lumber (such as a sawmill, planing 
mill, or wood preserving plant). 
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8. Plant for manufacturing of alcoholic beverages, heavy machinery (such as 
agricultural, construction, mining or railroad machinery), metal foundry 
products, or stone products (such as abrasives, monuments ). 


B. Uses by Special Permit Only 


In an Industrial District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a 
special permit for any of the following uses: 


1. Any other lawful business, service, storage, or light manufacturing use, 
provided that: (a) such use is not dangerous to the vicinity through fire, 
explosion, emission of wastes or other causes, and (b) such use is not 
likely to create more noise, vibration, dust, heat, smoke, fumes, odor or 
glare than the minimum amount normally resulting from any of the uses 
specifically listed hereinbefore.

Dwelling, provided that such dwelling is accessory to a permitted main use 
(such as the dwelling of a caretaker, watchman, or operator of a business 
or manufacturing establishment on the same premises), and subject to the 
condition that such dwelling conforms to the regulations of this By-Law 
which would apply if it were located in a Business District. 


SECTION IV. SITE PLAN APPROVAL IN NON-RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 


IV-1. Requirement for Site Plan 


In a Non-Residential District, no commercial building shall be constructed or 
externally enlarged, and no commercial use shall be expanded in ground area, or 
established in an existing building not theretofore used for commercial purposes, 
except in conformity with a site plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the 
Board of Appeals. Such site plan shall show, among other things, all existing and 
proposed buildings, structures, parking spaces, driveway openings, driveways, service 
areas, and other open uses, all facilities for sewage, refuse and other waste disposal, 
and for surface water drainage, and all landscape features (such as fences, walls, 
planting areas and walks) on the lot. 


IV-2. Definition Applicable to Site Plan 


For the purposes of this Section, the following uses shall be considered as com- 
mercial purposes and all buildings designed, arranged or constructed for, or occupied 
by one or more of such uses shall be considered as commercial buildings: 


1. Any of the uses herein set forth as permitted or permissible by special 
permit in Non-Residential Districts but not herein set forth as permitted 
or permissible in Residential Districts.

Any of the following other uses when located in a Non-Residential District: 


a. Antique, handicraft or gift shop. 

b. Salesroom or stand for the sale of nursery, greenhouse, garden or other 
agricultural produce. 

c. Nursery school or other agency for the day care of children; office of a 
doctor or dentist not a resident of the premises. 

d. Any commercial recreational use; kennel, animal or veterinary hospital. 

e. Convalscent or nursing home, boarding or lodging house, tourist home; 
funeral parlor or undertaking establishment. 

f. Automobile parking area; airport, airpark or landing field. 


IV-3. Procedure for Approval. 


Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this Section shall submit 
said plan in duplicate, with application for approval thereof, directly to the Board 
of Appeals. The Board shall, within ten (10) days after receipt thereof, transmit one 
copy of such plan to the Planning Board, which said Board may, in its discretion 
investigate the case and report in writing its recommendations to the Board of 
Appeals. 
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The Board of Avveals shall not take final acticn on such plan until it has 
received a report thereon from the Planning Board, or until said Planning Board has 
allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of such plan without submission 
of a report thereon. 


In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, the Board of Appeals shall 
conform to all requirements of procedure applicable to a board of appeals when 
deciding requests for special permits under General Laws Chapter 40A, as amended 
(including the requirements thereof for public notice and hearing ). 


1V-4. General Conditions for Approval 


In considering a site plan under this Section the Board of Appeals shall assure, 
to a degree consistent with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or 
permissible by the regulations of the district in which located: 


1. Protection of adjoining premises against seriously detrimental uses on the 
site, 

2. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement within the 
site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or improvements. 


3. Adequacy of the methcds of disposal for sewage, refuse and other wastes 
resulting from the uses on the site, and the methods of drainage for surface 
water from its parking spaces and driveways. 


4. Provision for the off-street loading and unloading of vehicles incidental to 
the normal operation of the establishment. 


IV-5. Authority of Board. 


The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify or amend its approval of a 
site plan on application of the person owning or leasing the premises, or upon its 
own motion in the event of changes in physical conditions sufficient to justify 
such action within the intent of this Section. All of the provisions of this Section 
applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to such modification or 
amenndment.

SECTION V. SIGN REGULATIONS 


V-1. Signs in Residential Districts 
In a Residential District, the following exterior signs are permitted: 


1. One non-flashing sign not over one sauare foot in area for each family 
residing on the premises indicating the name of the owner or occupant of 
pertaining to a permitted accessory use.

Two non-flashing signs aggregating not over ten (10) square feet in area 
pertaining to a permitted use on the premises other than a dwelling or use 
accessory thereto, or pertaining to a use authorized on the premises by the 
Board of Appeals.

Temporary unlighted signs aggregating not cver twenty (20) square feet 
in area pertaining to the sale or lease of the premises. 


V-2. Signs in Non-Residential Districts 


In a Non-Residential District, the following exterior signs pertaining to lawful 
uses on the premises are permitted: 


1. Signs attached flat against the wall of a building (without limitation on 
the number or size thereof ) . 


2. One other sign for each separate and distinct establishment on the premises, 
or for each two hundred (200) linear feet of lot frontage on the principal 
street (whichever allows the greater number of signs), provided that each 
such sign does not exceed forty (40) square feet in area. 
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SECTION VI. AREA AND PLACEMENT REGULATIONS 


VI-1. Lot Area and Frontage in Residential Districts 


In all Residential Districts, no building except a one-story building of accessory 
use, shall be constructed on a lot having less area than the “Required Lot Area,” 
or having less frontage on at least one street than the “Required Lot Frontage,’ 
specified in the following table for the district in which said lot is located and not 
more than one building constructed as a dwelling, or so used, shall be located 
on each such lot:

VI-2. Determination of Lot Frontage and Area 


For the purpose of this Section, lot frontage shall be measured along the 
exterior street line from one side line of the lot to the other, and also beween said 
side lines along a line which marks the required building setback on such lot, and 
the longer of said distances shall be considered as the frontage of such lot. In 
determining lot area, no portion thereof within the exterior line of any street 


shall be included. 


VI-3. Dwellings in Business Districts 


In a Business District, no building shall be constructed as a dwelling, or so 
used, on a lot having less area of frontage than the amount required for its con- 
struction in the abutting Residential District (or, where more than one such district 
abutts, in the particular district nearest to the building in question). 


VI-4. Lot Area and Frontage in Limited Manufacturing Districts 


In a Limited Manufacturing District, no building except a one-story building 
of accessory use, shall be constructed on a Ict having an area of less than forty 
thousand (40,000) square feet, or having less than two hundred (200) feet of 
frontage on at least one street. 


VI-5. Exceptions for Existing Lots. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions, a dwelling tor not more than one 
family (where otherwise lawful) or any other permitted building may be con- 
structed on a lot having less than the required area and frontage, if all other 
requirements of this By-Law are complied with, and if, prior to the effective date 
of the requirements in question, said lot: 


1. Was laid out and recorded in conformity with the area and frontage 
requirements, if any, applicable to the construction of such a dwelling or 
other building on said lot at the time of said recording, and provided 
further that said Ict did not, on said effective date, adjoin other land of 
the same owner available for use in connection therewith, or 


2. Was shown on a final or definitive subdivision plan duly approved by 
the Walpole Planning Board. 


No lot on which a building is constructed under the provisions of this para- 
graph shall thereafter be reduced or changed in size or shape so as to further 
increase its non-conformity with the area and frontage requirements hereof. 


VI-6. Other Exceptions 


A lot, tract or parcel laid out and recorded prior to the eftective date ot the 
applicable area and frontage requirements hereof, and not, on said effective date, 
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adjoining other land of the same owner available for use in connection therewith, 
may be: 

1. Divided into two lots, where each lot resulting from such division has 

not less than eighty (80) per cent of the required lot area and frontage, or

Divided into as many lots as practicable, each having the required lot area 
and frontage, plus one remaining lot having not less than eighty (80) per 
cent of the required area and frontage. 


and a dwelling for not more than one family (where otherwise lawful), or any 
other permitted building, may be constructed on each such lot. 


VI-7. Lot Coverage in All Districts 


In all Districts, no building shall be constructed so as to cover, together with 
any other buildings on the lot, a larger portion of the lot area than the “Permitted 
Lot Coverage” specified in the following table for the district in which said lot is 
located:

VI-8. Setback and Yard Requirements for Buildings

VI-7. Determination of Setback 


For the purposes of this Section, the reauired set back distance shall be 
measured from the nearest exterior line of the street in question; except that where 
the street has a right-of-way width of less than forty (40) feet, the setback 
distance shall be measured from a line on the lot twenty (20) feet from the parallel 
to said center line. 


VI-8. Setback Exceptions 


In all districts, except where subject to the provisions hereof on “Corner 
Clearance,’ a building may be constructed as near to the line of any street as the 
average of the setbacks of the dwellings or other main buildings nearest thereto on 
either side. Where, in determining the average setback, the nearest main building 
on either side is more than three hundred (300) feet from the building in ques- 
tion, such side building shall not be counted, but instead the intervening space shall 
be considered as though occupied by a main building having the required setback 
(whether or not said space is laid out as a separate lot). 


VI-9. Setback for Other Uses 


In all districts, no open storage or display of goods, products, materials or 
equipment, and no gasoline pump, vending machine or similar commercial device, 
and no sign over one square fcot in area (except above a height of ten feet) shall 
be located nearer to the line of any street than either fifteen (15) feet or the 
permitted setback distance for a building on the lot, whichever distance is the lesser. 


VI-10. Side Yard Exceptions 


On an existing lot specifically exempted from the frontage requirements hereof 
(by paragraph VI-5), the required side yard width for a main building may be 
reduced one foot for each ten (10) feet by which the frontage of said lot is less 
than the minimum specified for its district; provided, however, that the side yard 
distance shall not be so reduced to less than fifteen (15) feet in a Rural or Residence 
A District, or less than ten (10) feet in a Residence B District, or less than six 
(6) feet in a General Residence District, and provided further that if the width 
of said lot at any point through the building exceeds the frontage thereof, said 
width (rather than frontage) shall be used in determining the amount of side 
yard reduction. 


VI-11. Reduction of Occupied Lots 


No lot on which a building is located in any district shall be reduced or 
changed in size or shape so that the building or lot fails to comply with the lot 
area, frontage, coverage, setback, yard or other provisions of this By-Law applicable 
to the construction of said building on said lot. This prohibition shall not apply, 
however, when a portion of a lot is taken or conveyed for a public purpose. 


VI-12. Projections 

Nothing herein shall prevent the projection of caves, Chimneys or cornices not 
exceeding eighteen (18) inches in width, or of uncovered steps, unrooted porches, 
window sills, or belt courses into any required yard or other open space. 
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VI-13. Corner Clearance 

In all Residential Districts, no building shall be constructed within the tri- 
angular area formed by the exterior lines of intersecting streets and a line joining 
points on such lines twenty-five (25) feet distant from their point of intersection 
(or, in the case of a rounded corner, the point of intersection or other tangets), 
and no structure than a building, no tree, shrub or other planting, and no open 
display, storage or other open use shall be located within said triangular area in 
such a manner as to interfere with traffic visibility across the corner. 


SECTION VII. HEIGHT REGULATIONS 


Vil-1. Building Heights 
In all districts, no building shall be constructed to exceed the “Maximum 
Height” specified in the following table for the district in which said building is 
located : 
District Maximum Height 
Rural, Residence A, 
Residence B. 


General Residence 35 ft. 
Business 4O ft. 
Limited Manufacturing, 40 ft. plus one foot for each additional foot by which: 
Industrial (a) the setback exceeds the required setback distance, or 


(b) the narrowest side yard exceeds the required side 
yard width, or (c) the rear yard exceeds the required 
rear yard depth; whichever of the three additional dis- 
tances is the smallest. 


Vil-2. Height Determination and Exceptions 


Maximum building height shall be measured as set forth in the Building 
Laws of the Town of Walpole. The limitations of height shall not apply to chimneys, 
ventilators, skylights, tanks, bulk heads, penthouses, flagstaffs, railings, vanes, soil 
pipes and other accessory features usually erected above the roof lines, nor to 
domes, towers, spires, or other ornamental features of non-residential buildings. 


ViI-3. Additional Heicht Limitations Near Side Lines in 
Residential Districts 


In addition to the maximum height limitation hereof, no portion of any 
building located within twenty-five (25) feet of any point cn the side line of an 
adjacent lot shall have a height above the giade of said point greater than its 
horizontal distance therefrom if in a Rural or Residence A District, or greater 
than its horizontal distance therefrom plus five (5) feet if in a Residence B 
District, or greater than its horizontal distance therefrom plus ten (10) feet if in 
a General Residence District; provided, however, that this limitation shall not apply 
if the building in question is more than two hundred (200) feet from the nearest 
exterior street line. 


SECTION VIII. NON-CONFORMING AND TEMPORARY USES 
VIll-1. Buildings and Uses Already in Existence 


Any lawful building or structure, or use of a building, structure or land, 
existing at the time this By-Law or any amendment thereto takes effect may be 
continued although not conforming to the provisions thereof, but a non-conforming 
use which has been abandoned for more than twelve consecutive months shall not 
be resumed. 


VII-2. Change, Alteration or Extension of Non-Conforming Buildings and Uses 


No non-conforming use of a building, structure or land shall be extended, 
or changed except to a use permitted in the district in which located, and no 
building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use (whether in whole or in 
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part) shall be moved, enlarged, reconstructed, replaced, or substantially altered, 
unless authorized by the Board of Appeals; provided that: 


1. No change, extension, enlargement, reconstruction, replacement or altera- 
tion shall be made which, in the opinion of the Board, will be more 
detrimental or injurious to persons, property or improvements in the 
vicinity than the original building, structure or use. 


2. No non-conforming use shall be changed to a use not permitted in any 
district in which the original use is permitted. 


3. No extension of a non-conforming use shall be made which increases the 
total of all floor area plus open ground area on the premises devoted to 
such uses by more than fifty (50) per cent over the total so devoted at the 
time the uses first became non-conforming. 


VIN-3. Repair and Restoration of Non-Conforming Buildings 


A building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use (whether in whole 
or in part) and a building or structure non-conforming as to height, setback or 
open spaces, may, if damaged or destroyed by fire or other accidental cause, be 
repaired or reconstructed within the same portion of the lot and used as before, 
provided that such repair or reconstruction is substantially completed within two 
years of said damage or destruction; otherwise, such building shall be repaired, 
reconstructed and used only in conformity with the provisions of this By-Law. The 
Board of Avveals may, however, in a specific case authorize a special exception 
from the requirement of conformity, where, in the opinion of the Board, such 
limit or requirement will impose undue hardship. 


VIll-4. Temporary Uses 


In any district, the Board of Appeals may authorize a temporary building, 
structure or use not in conformity with the provisions of this By-Law, provided 
that such use will not be detrimental or injurious to persons, property or improve- 
ments in the vicinity and the Town. Such authorization shall not be for more than 
one year at a time nor be extended over more than a total of three years (whether 
or not consecutive ) . 


Under the provisions of this paragraph, the Board of Appeals may authorize 
the removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth products from the premises 
where such removal is not permitted as an accessory use, provided that all removal 
operations be terminate:| within such time, not to exceed three (3) years, as the 
Board shall specify. In wuch cases the Board may also impose conditions relative to 
the hours of operation, the routes for transporting the material through the Town, 
and requirements for regrading and planting the area to suitable cover when 
operations are completed. 


SECTION IX. BOARD OF APPEALS 
iX-1. Appointment 


The Board of Avpeals is and shall be the Board of Appeals appointed from 
time to time pursuant to the Building Laws of the Town of Walpole. Said Board 
shall have all of the powers and duties of boards of appeals under Chapter 40A of 
the General Laws, as amended, and in addition, all the powers and duties herein 
prescribed. : 


iX-2. Appeals 

Appeals to the Board of Appeals may be taken by any person aggrieved by 
reason of his inability to obtain a permit under this By-Law, or may be taken 
by an officer or board of the Town or other person aggrieved by an order or 
decision of any administrative official under this By-Law. In any case, no such 
appeal shall be heard by said Board unless, within ten (10) days after the refusal 
of a permit or the issuance of the order or decision, a notice of said appeal is filed 
with the Town Clerk. 
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IX-3. Special Permits and Exceptions 


Where a special permit or other exception may be authorized by the Board 
of Appeals under this By-Law, the person desiring such exception shall make 
written application therefor with said Board. Where, in the opinion of said Board, 
the special permit or exception may be granted if accompanied by conditions specially 
designed to safeguard persons and property in the vicinity and the Town, it shall 
impose such conditions in writing and make them a part of its authorization. Said 
Board may require a bond or other security for compliance with the terms of its 
authorization. 


IX-4. Variances 


Appeals and petitions for variances from the terms of the applicable zoning 
provisions shall be dealt with by the Board of Appeals in accordance with Chapter 
40A of the General Laws, as amended. 


SECTIONS X: ADMINISTRATION 


X-1. Execution 


The Inspector of Buildings shall execute the provisions of this By-Law, except 
where otherwise provided, and, in so doing, shall have the same powers as are 
provided for the execution of the Building Laws of the Town of Walpole. He shall 
issue no permit for the construction of any building or structure which would be 
in violation of any of the provisions of this By-Law. Where a special permit from 
or exception by the Board of Appeals is required pursuant to the provisions of this 
By-Law, or where an appeal or petition involving a variance is pending, the Build- 
ing Inspector shall issue no building permit until so directed in writing by said 
Board. 


X-2. Enforcement 


If the Inspector of Buildings shall be informed or have reason to believe that 
any provisions of this By-Law or any permit or decision thereunder has been, is 
being, or is about to be violated, he shall make or cause to be made, an investiga- 
tion of the facts, including the inspection of the premises where the violations may 
exist, and, if he finds any violation, he shall give immediate notice in writing to the 
owner or his duly authorized agent and to the occupant of the premises. 


If, after such notice, such violation continues, with respect to any building, 
structure Or use contrary to the provisions of this By-Law, the Inspector of Buildings 
shall forthwith revoke any permit issued in connection with the premises and shall 
take such other action as is necessary to enforce the provisions of this By-Law. 


X-3. Occupancy Permit 


It shall be unlawful to reduce the open spaces on any lot, or to initially use 
any building or structure hereafter constructed, or to occupy or use any building or 
structure for a purpose other than that for which it was designed (as set forth in the 
permit for its construction, if any), until the Inspector of Buildings shall have 
certified on the building permit, or in case no permit is required, shall have certi- 
fied in a certificate of occupancy, that the premises have been inspected by the 
Inspector of Buildings and apparently conform to the statutes and by-laws relating 


to the construction and use of buildings, structures and land in the Town of 
Walpole. 


X-4. Other Regulations 


The provisions of this By-Law shall be construed as being additional to and 
not as annulling, limiting or lessening to any extent whatsoever the requirements 
of any other by-law, rule or regulation; provided that, unless specifically excepted, 
where this By-Law is more stringent it shall control. 

X-5. Penalty 


Any person, firm, Or corporation who violates, disobeys, neglects, or refuses 
to comply with any of the provisions of this By-Law shall be fined in a sum not to 
exceed twenty (20) dollars for each offense. 
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X-6. Validity 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not invalidate 
any other section or provision hereof. 


REPORT ON PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE BUILDING LAWS 
OF THE TOWN OF WALPOLE 


As part of the Master Plan Study, a complete revision of the Building Laws 
will be prepared and later presented to the Town for consideration. Meanwhile, the 
proposed zoning revision necessitates two changes in the Building Laws at this time 
in order to avoid conflict of provisions. These minor amendments will also be 
presented at the 1956 Annual Town Meeting. 


Amendment No. 1 would strike out the present Building Law regulation on 
per cent of lot coverage, since this matter is treated fully and in more detail in the 
new zoning by-law. 


Amendment No. 2 would transfer to the Building Law the “Fire District’? now 
shown on the present zoning map. Since the regulations for this District (special 
building construction, etc.) are already in the Building Law, it seems appropriate 
that the District itself be established in the same law. This will also simplify the 
new zoning map by removing boundary lines not related to any of the use or lot 
size districts. It should be emphasized, however, that this transfer would not in any 
way change the location of the Fire District itself or any of its construction 
requirements. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE BUILDING LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WALPOLE 
Preared by the Town Planning Board, January, 1956

(B) Said Fire Districts hereinbefore referred to are located as shown on a map 
entitled ‘Fire District Map of Town of Walpole, Massachusetts’ dated Janu- 
ary 1956, and filed in the office of the Town Clerk, which map, together with 
all explanatory matter thereon, shall be deemed to accompany, be, and is 
hereby made a part of these Building Laws.”

It was Moved and Seconded, That change number two (2), dated March 22, 
1956, in the Proposed Zoning District Map, be eliminated and that the property 
concerned be zoned in accordance with the original proposed revision of zoning 
by-laws dated January, 1956. Motion was defeated 

The following motion was offered by Mr. Frank Cande: 


It was Moved and Seconded, That the area between West Street, Spring Street, 
Allen Street, Norfolk Street, and area zoned as Light Manufacturing be zoned as 
Industrial rather than Residence B. Motion was defeated. 


The following motion was offered by Mr. Gregory Napolitano: 


It was Moved and Seconded, That the area described in Item 3 be left as 
originally zoned in the Master Plan. Motion was defeated. 


The following motion was offered by Mr. John D. Murphy: 


It was Moved and Seconded, ‘That there be included in the code the following 
paragraph to be inserted under Section 9, Paragraph 2 at the end of the first 
sentence of said paragraph. 


“Notwithstanding the provisions of this zoning by-law, if adjacent lots, any of 
which has less area or frontage than required by this zoning law, are recorded as 
all in the same ownership at the time this By-Law is adopted and if adjoining areas 
have been, prior to that time, developed to a substantial extent by the construction 
of houses on lots generally smaller than is prescribed by this Zoning By-Law, and 
the standard of the neighborhood so established does not reasonably reauire a sub- 
division of the applicants land into lots as large as is hereby prescribed, then the 
cwner of these lots may apply to the Board of Appeals for relief from the terms of 
this By-Law as applying to any of these lots, and the Board of Appeals may grant

POLIO REPORT 


In answer to the motion presented at the Town Meeting on Monday, April 9, 
with regard to the seemingly inexcusable delay in having the children inoculated 
against Poliomyelitis, the following is a Report from the Health Department: 


The Walpole Board of Health followed the instructions and directives of the 
State Board of Health in respect to registering all children from six months to 
fifteen years. Such has been completed as of March 20, 1956 and followed up by our 
report to the State and an order placed on March 22, 1956. It is now up to the 
State Department of Public Health. 


In regard to the report that the State has an adequate supply for the First and 
Second Inoculations, this is not so. As recent directives and statements in the press 
have stated that the original idea of the State was to give the First Inoculation 
some time in the latter part of April with the hope of giving the second Inocula- 
tion before school closed. We hope to have our supply some time this month and 
are all prepared with materials and personnel to give the First Inoculation on a 
Scheduled Basis. 


Most other towns and cities in the Commonwealth have not received the vaccine 
for the First Inoculation, and, therefore, cannot prepare for the Second. One Com- 
munity near Walpole, Norfolk, has received and has given its innoculation and 
some ot the smaller communities have received their vaccine. 
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Again, we have conformed with the directives of the State Health Department 
with regard to the methods to obtain the vaccine and it is now up to the State 
Health Department when they will relinquish our quota.

With respect to the Fire Chief's duty to keep in repair all 
property and apparatus nsed by and for the Fire Department, substitute “‘equip- 
ment” for “property.” Comment: This change is complementary to the suggested 
change in Section 9. 

With reference to the report of the prior Committee on Charter revisions, no 
changes are seen necessary in Section 6 because the Board of Relief does not come 


under Civil Service. No clarification is seen necessary in Sections 2, 4, or 8. 


ABSTRACTS 151 


It is noted that the traffic rules of Article IX of the By-Laws have been 
superseded by Traffic Rules and Regulations adopted by the Board of Selectmen 
and approved by the Department of Public Works. Because of frequent amend- 
ments to these Rules and Regulations, it is recommended that they not be included 
in future printings of the booklet containing the Charter and By-Laws.

BY-LAW 
GOVERNING THE CLASSIFICATION OF PERSONNEL AND THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF STANDARD RATES OF SALARIES AND WAGES 


PoeLLILE 


The Classification of Positions and Pay Schedules appended hereto and the 
provisions of this by-law shall ke the CLASSIFICATION AND WAGE AND 
SALARY PLAN (hereinafter referred to as the Plan) for the payment of 
Salaries and Wages to the employees of the Town of Walpole except such 
positions as are exempted. 


PAP PLIGA TION 


The Plan shall apply ¢o all officers and employees in the service of the town 
(whether full-time, part-time, seasonal, casual, special, Civil Service. or others ) 
cther than those positions filled by popular election and those under the direc- 
tion and control of the School Committee. Nothing herein, however, shall 
bar using the Plan or its provisions or facilities provided by the Personnel 
Board as a guide to authorized officials or committees in determining the 
compensaticn of such otherwise exempted employees or officials. 


Sli PLES: OF POSITIONS 
No person shall be employed or paid as an employee in any position subject 
to the provisions of the Plan under any title other than those in the Schedules 
or under any title other than that of the job, the duties of which are actually 
performed. The job title in the Plan shall be the official title of the position 
and shall be used in all administrative and employment records, and in every 
other connection involving personnel or fiscal processes. 


4. THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


There shall be a Personnel Board appointed by the Moderator, consisting of 
five members, other than employees or elected officials of the Town. Two 
members shall be apvointed for a term of three years, two for a term of two 
years, and one for a term of one year. All subsequent appointments shall be 
made for a term of three years. Any vacancies shall be filled by the Moderator. 
The Personnel Board shall serve without pay. 


5. DUTIES OF PERSONNEL BOARD 


a. |The Personnel Board shall administer the Plan and establish such policies, 
procedures and regulations consistent with the Plan as it deems necessary. 


b.| The Board shall maintain written descriptions of the jobs or positions in 
the Plan describing the essential characteristics, requirements and general 
duties. The descriptions shall not be interpreted as complete or limiting 
definitions and employees shall continue to perform any duties assigned 
by their superiors. 

c. The Personnel Board shall maintain personnel records of all employees, 
including therein such information as it deems desirable, said records to be 
kept by the Town Accountant on behalf of the Personnel Board. Department 
Heads shall furnish such information as shall be requested for this purpose. 


d. The Personnel Board, from time to time, shall review the work of all 
positions subject to the Plan. Such reviews shall be so scheduled as to 
cover all such positions at intervals of not more than three years. In case 
of necessity, the Personnel Board may tentatively add a new position to the 
Plan or reclassify an existing position to a different group, subject to 
the subsequent ratification of its action by a formal amendment of the Plan 
at the next town meeting. 
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10.

e. The Personnel Board shall from time to time review the Wage and Salary 
Schedules. It shall keep informed as to pay rates and policies outside the 
service of the Town and shall recommend to the Town any action deemed 
desirable to maintain a fair and equitable pay level. 


f. Upon recommendation of a Department Head, supported by evidence in 
writing of special reasons and exceptional circumstances satisfactory to 
the Personnel Board, said Board may authorize an entrance rate higher 
than the minimum rate for a position, and such other variances in the 
Salary Plan as it may deem necessary for the proper functioning of 
the services of the Town. 


g. The Personnel Board shall compile and maintain up-to-date charts of the 
organization structure of the town. 


EFFECTIVE DATE 
The plan shall become operative on the effective date of this by-law. 


INSTALLING PLAN 


a. All present employees included in the Plan shall be eligible to receive pay 
based upon their job classifications as provided by the Schedules adopted 
herewith. All adjustments shall be subject to the approval of the Department 
Head and the Personnel Board. 


b. No pay shall be reduced as the result of the installation of the Plan. Any 
existing rates above the maximum shall become Personal Rates and apply 
only to the present incumbent. When his employment ends, no successor 
shall advance beyond the maximum for the job. 


INCREASES 


“Progression through the rate ranges is not automatic and shall be on the basis 
of step increases because of merit, on recommendation of the Department 
Head and the Personnel Board.” 

“Employees who leave the service of the town after the first day of any 
year and an increase in pay is voted at the Annual Town Meeting, these 
employees will be paid such increases for the time worked during that year.” 


PROMOTIONS AND TRANSFERS 


“When an employee is promoted to a higher rated job, he shall enter at the 
minimum of the job rate range or at his own rate, whichever is the higher. 
He may also receive a step increase at the time, if the Department Head feels 
that qualifications and performance warrant it, and the Personnel Board 
recommends it.” 


If an employee should be transferred and reclassified to a lower rated job, he 
shall enter it at his own rate or at the maximum of the job, whichever is the 
lower. 


NEW PERSONNEL 


The hiring rate shall be the minimum of the rate range tor the job unless 
otherwise authorized by the Department Head and Personnel Board. If such 
authorization is given, it shall be supported by written statement of the reasons. 


VACATIONS 


The following annual vacations with pay will be granted to full-time employees 
after the following periods of continuous employment:

PERSONNEL BOARD

Full time professional employees of the Library shall receive a four-weeks 
annual vacation with pay after one year of continuous service. 


Regulr part-time employees shall be entitled to an amount of vacation in the 
ratio that their part-time employment bears to full-time employment. Vacations 
with pay shall not be granted temporary employees. 


“Vacations shall not be cumulative from year to year. Should a holday fall 
during the vacation period on a regularly scheduled work day, an additional 
day of vacation will be allowed for full-time employees, except for professional 
employees of the library.” 


“Employees terminating their employment with the Town will be paid the 
following vacation allowances:

LEAVE OF ABSENCE 


Except for jury duty, military training, or other reasons to the extent herein- 
after provided, all leaves of absence shall be without compensation. 


SICK LEAVE 


No sick leave with pay shall be granted during the first three months of 
employment. 


After three months of continuous employment an employee shall be entitled to 
sick leave wth pay for the following reasons: 


Personal illness. 

Exposure to contagious diseases. 

Attendance upon members of immediate family whose illness requires the 
of such employee. 

Death in the immediate family.

“Regular employees of the various town departments, other than Department 
Heads, Police and Fire Department employees, and others by agreement when 
hired, required to work on any of the above specified holidays shall be paid 
on the basis of time and one-half in addition to the regular holiday pay for

that day, or, at the discretion of the Department Head, may be given equivalent 
time off at regular pay” and adding the following paragraph after paragraph 
three: 


“Police and Fire Department employees will be paid at a straight time for 
time worked on a holiday. Police Department employees working on a sched- 
uled day off may be given equivalent time cff at straight time.” 


If a holiday falls on a Sunday but is observed on the following Monday, it will 
be paid for. If a holiday falls on a Saturday which is not a regularly scheduled 
work day it will not be paid. 


OVERTIME 


a. No overtime shall be paid to the following in the normal course of their 
duties, even though the positions may be referred to below: 


Department Heads 

Professional Employees 

Fire Department Employees 
Others by agreement when hired. 


b. Hourly-paid Employees in Schedule A. 


Time worked prior to or after the regularly scheduled eight hour work 
day, Monday through Friday, inclusive, shall be paid at the rate of time 
and one-half. Time worked Saturdays and Sundays after forty hours have 
been worked during the week, shall be paid at the rate of time and one-half. 


c. Salary Employees in Schedule B and Building Custodians 


Overtime at the rate of time and one-half shall be paid for all hours worked 
in excess of forty hours in any one week, or at the discretion of the 
Department Head, the employee may be given equivalent time off. 


d. Police Department 


“Overtime at the rate of time and one-half shall be paid for all time required 
by the town in excess of eight hours in any one day. This shall not apply, 
however, to work performed which is paid for by fees. Work performed on 
a scheduled day off or during vacation shall be paid on the basis of straight 
time, in addition to any regular pay applicable to that day, or at the 
discretion of the Chief, the employee may be given equivalent time off. 


e. Other 


If any employee holding two or more paid jobs in the service of the Town 
accrues overtime, the Department Head shall refer to the Personnel Board 
the determination of the fair normal content of each job, and, to the 
extent that such employee works daily or weekly in excess of that time, he 
shall be paid overtime at the rate of time and one-half, or given equivalent 
time off.

There shall be no pyramiding of overtime. 


Fire Department 

“Call employees of the Fire Department when responding to a fire alarm 
in accordance with departmental regulations, shall receive a premium of 
twenty cents per hour performing such duties. This premium applies as 
consideration for compensation not received from their regular place 
of employment while performing Fire Department duties.”

JURN. DULY 


An employee called for jury duty shall be paid by the Town an amount equal 
to the difference between the compensation paid for a normal working period 
and the amount paid by the Court excluding allowance for travel. 
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17. MILITARY TRAINING 


Employees with more than one year continuous employment by the Town 
next prior to the time of performing the service herein referred to, who are 
required to report for temporary summer or like period of training in the 
military forces of the Nation or the Commonwealth, shall be paid an amount 
equal to the difference between compensation for a normal working period of 
two weeks and the amount paid for military training. An employee, on 
request, may combine his military leave with his regular vacation period. 


18. DEPARTMENTAL BUDGETS 


Each Department Head shall include in the departmental budget a Pay Adjust- 
ment Section, to provide funds for anticipated pay adjustments during tne 
year, expenditures to be made therefrom only in accordance with the Salary 
Plan with the approval of the Personnel Board. 


19. GENERAL 


If any provision of this by-law shall conflict with any civil service law or 
regulation applicable to any position, or any other law, it shall be deemed 
modified by the law or regulation su...ciently only to end the conflict. The 
invalidity of any provision hereof shall not be construed to invalidate any 
other provision hereof. 

20. CLASSIFICATION AND SCHEDULES 


The classifications and schedules of pay under the Plan shall be as shown in 
the apvended ‘‘Classification of Positions and Pay Schedules” s from time 
to time amended. 


21. AMENDMENT 


This by-law may be amended by vote of the Town at any regular or special 
meeting.
